At  Tottenham,  London,  N.,  on  March  4,  Mr.  V. 
Faulks,  secretary,  John  Bell  and  Croyden,  Ltd.,  manu- 
facturing chemists,  Lawrence  Road,  applied  for  a  spirits- 
off  licence.  Opposition  was  withdrawn  and  the  licence 
granted  on  an  undertaking  being  given  that  the  spirit 
would  be  mixed  in  medicine  and  not  retailed  in  the- 
ordinary  way. 

A  Deceased  Ciiemist's  Affairs 

An  administration  order  in  the  matter  of  the  estate  of 
th©  late  Mr.  Alfred  Thomas,  Plh.C,  57  Old  Town,  Clap- 
ham,  London,  S.W.,  has  been  made  on  a  creditor's  petition. 
The  statement  of  affairs  shows  liabilities  £2,719  5s.  lOd., 
while  the  assets  are  estimated  at  £2,967  6s.  9d.,  yielding 
an  estimated  surplus  of  £248  Os.  lid.    It  appears  that  the 
statement  of  affairs  was  submitted  by  the  Avidow  of  the 
deceased,  who  died  on  August  15,  1925.     She  carried  on 
the  business  from  the  date  of  his  death  until  December  21, 
1925,  when,  the  petition  having  been  filed,  an  order  (by 
consent)  was  made  bv  the  Court,  appointing  Mr.  Parkin  S. 
Booth,  Holborn  Viaduct,  E.C. .  to  manage  the  business. 
Mr.   Booth  supervised  the  carrying  on  of  the  business 
until  January  2,  1926,  when  he  ceased  to  act,  and  Mrs. 
Thomas  resumed  the  management.    The  order  appointing 
Mr.  Booth  as  manager  was  rescinded  on  January  14.  At 
the  first  meeting  of  creditors  held  on  February  19  Mr. 
Booth  was  nominated  for  the  trusteeship,  with  a  committee 
of  inspection,  but  a  question  arose  as  to  his  eligibility  by 
reason  of  tlie  fact  that  he  is  an  accounting  party  in 
respect  of  his  dealings  with  the  estate  prior  to  the  admin- 
istration order,  and  the  meeting  was  adjourned.    At  the 
adjourned  first  meeting  the  official  receiver  reported  that 
the  matter  had  been  put  before  the  Board  of  Trade,  and 
as  the  majority  of  the  creditors  were  in  favour  of  Mr. 
Booth  as  trustee,  the  Board  offered  no  objection.  The 
following  are  among  the  creditors  : — F.  Newberv  &  Sons, 
Ltd.,  £20;  S.  Maw.

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Poisonings 

The  following  cases  of  fatal  poisoning,  among  others, 
have  been  recorded  since  our  last  report  : — 

The  deputy-coroner  for  West  London  held  an  inquiry, 
on  March  6,  on  the  body  of  Mrs.  Olive  Knight,  Eoyal 
Crescent,  W.ll,  wife  of  a  member  of  the  Stock  Ex- 
change. A  medical  man  from  Twickenham  stated  in 
evidence  that  the  only  hypnotic  he  had  prescribed  for 
Mrs,  Knight  was  bromide.  A  chemist  in  the  Holland 
Park  district  said  that  he  had  supplied  bottles  of  medi- 
cine from  the  previous  witness's  prescription.  On 
February  26  he  was  told  Mrs.  Knight  was  excitable,  and 
he  sent  her  a  draught  from  an  old  prescription  of  hers. 
The  Deputy-Coroner  :  I  think  you  have  acted  very  in- 
judiciously in  supplying  a  draught  without  consulting 
the  doctor  who  was  attending  her.  Witness  :  The 
message  was  so  frantic.  The  Deputy-Coroner  :  Please 
understand  that  such  a  thing  is  quite  wrong,  and  do 
not  do  such  a  thing  in  future.  Dr.  E.  M.  Bronte, 
pathologist,  who  ascribed  death  to  hypnotic  poisoning, 
said  that  it  was  quite  possible  that  the  frequent  bromide 
doses  in  association  with  the  draughts  might  have  caused 
her  death,  although  he  could  not  exclude  the  possible 
effect  of  tablets  she  had  continually  taken.  A  verdict 
attributing  death  to  hypnotic  poisoning  was  recorded. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Richmond,  Surrey,  on  March  3, 
on  the  body  of  Percy  T.  Stubbs,  a  drapers'  assistant, 
living  at  Kingston-on-Thames,  who  was  found  dying  in 
Richmond  Park  a  few  days  previously,  and  subsequently 
died  in  hospital.  The  house  surgeon  from  the  hospital 
gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  death  was  due  to  an 
overdose  of  strychnine,  adding  that  Stubbs,  before  he 
died,  said  he  had  taken  lifty  tablets  containing  strychnine 
and  asked  for  an  emetic.  The  coroner  read  a  statement 
from  Mr.  Richard  Evans,  chemist  and  druggist,  Surbiton 
Park  Terrace,  Kingston,  stating  that  the  deceased,  who 
was  known  to  him,  recently  purchased  a  bottle  of  100 
nerve  tonic  tablets,  and  signed  the  poison-'book  as 
required.  "Even  if  he  only  took  fifty^  tablets,  as  he 
said,  he  took  enough  to  liill  three  men,  didn't  he?" 
remarked  the  coroner  to  the  house  surgeon,  who  replied 
in  the  affirmative.  The  coroner  commented  on  the  ease 
with  which  poison  could  'be  obtained  by  the  public,  and 
asked  the  doctor  if  he  thought  it  was  a  safe  tiling  that 
poisons  should  be  dispensed  in  this  way.  The  doctor 
agreed  that  it  was  not.  "  I  think  the  law  should  be 
tiohtened  up  a  bit  in  tliis  respect,"  added  the  coroner, 
who  recorded  a  verdict  of  "  Suicide  while  of  unsound 
rnind." 

Other  cases  include  poisonings  by  lysol,  strychnine, 
and  poisons  unnamed  in  the  reports  of  inquests  appear- 
ing in  the  lay  Press — a  feature  which  is  becoming 
contmon  in  reporting  proceedings  in  coroners'  courts. 

Birmingham 

Needhams,  Ltd.,  Bristol  Street,  presented  every 
customer  spending  Is.  or  more  on  March  5  and  6  with  a 
sixpenny  tablet  of  soap. 

The  death  has  occurred  recently  of  Dr.  C.  J.  B. 
Johnson,  who,  until  he  retired  a  few  years  ago,  had  prac- 
tised in  the  King's  Heath  district  since  1892,  and  was 
well  known  locally. 

At  the  Queen's  Hotel,  on  March  2,  a  new  type  of  social 
meeting  was  held  under  the  auspicas  of  the  Midland 
Section  of  the  British  Association.  There  was  a  series  of 
short  papers  dealing  with  "  Insect  Pests  "  (by  Mr.  R.  V. 
Wadsworth,  who  pointed  out  that  the  chemist  had  to 
provide  the  poison  which  the  entomologist  found  most 
suitable,  and  eacli  had  to  know  something  of  the  science 
of  the  other);  '-Optical  Glass"  (by  Mr.  W.  M.  Hamp- 
ton); and  "  Yeast"  (by  Mr.  W.  Salmon). 

An  interesting  correspondence  has  been  carried  on  in 
the  "Birmingham  Post"  of  late  concerning  pyridine  in 
methylated  spirit.  The  originator  was  Mr.  Hodge, 
F.C.S.,  a  Birmingham  lacquer  and  varnish  maker,  who 
objected  to  the  use  of  this  denaturant.  The  next  corre- 
spondent wa.s  Mr.  F.  H.  Alcock,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  and  a 
further  contribution  was  by  Mr.  John  C.  Mann  (Midland 
Tar  Distillers,  Ltd.),  who  showed  that  no  serious  effects 
have  been  produced  on  workers  where  pyridine  is  pro- 
duced from  coal  tar.

T'ho  next  morning  he  returned  with  the  unwra'pped  parcel 
and  very  meekly  asked  if  it  could  be  exchanged  for  a 
small  bottle  of  perfume,  as  his  wife  would  not-allow  him 
to  use  it — she  otijected  to  the  smell. 

"  Golden  Glory  "  soap  day  will  long  be  remembered  for 
the  numb'Sr  of  people  who  entered  chemists'  sliops.  Several 
city  men  reckoned  that  they  turned  away  well  over  a 
thousand  coupon  holders,  and  others  many  hundreds.  It 
was  an  all  day  long  procesision.  Even  after  closing  hours, 
still  they  came.  L>adies  liave  always  'been  looked  upon  as 
keener  than  men  for  ibargains,  but  on  this  occasion  the 
men  were  the  most  eager,  a  curious  psychological  fact 
being  that  in  the  absence  of  "  Golden  Glory  "  many  felt 
that  they  must  have  a  taiblet  of  soap  of  some  kind  or 
other.  So  it  proved  to  bo  a  record  soap  day  in  several 
ways.

Long-service  awards. — At  Winnington,  on  February  5, 
Brunner,  Mond  &  Co..  Ltd.,  presented  41  employees  with 
gold  medals  for  40  years'  service,  79  with  gold  watches 
for  35  years'  service,  and  133  with  silver  watches  for 
25  years'  service.  The  chairman  of  the  company,  Mr. 
Roscoe  Brunner,  also  received  a  silver  watch.

The 
hospital  has  just  been  enriched  by  a  gift  of  £30,000  from 
Mr.  S.  A.  Courtauld  (who  has  previously  been  a  munifi- 
cent patro'n  of  the  Medical  School)  for  the  establishment 
of  an  institute  of  bio-chemistry. 

In  the  courts. — At  Trowbridge  Police  Court,  on 
March  4,  Thomas  Bray,  fruiterer,  was  ordered  to  pay 
14s.  6d.  costs  on  a  'summo-ns-  f  or  having  sold  apples  coa- 
tamina'ted  with  arsenic  to  the  extent  of  -aV  gi'-  pei'  lb- — i'l 
the  Chancery  Division  of  the  High  Court,  London,  an 
March  5,  Mr.  Justice  Eve,  on  the  motion  of  Samuel  Flem- 
ing, Charlotte  Street,  W.l,  granted  an  injunction  until 
judgment  or  further  order  against  Cl-ustav  W.  Euff, 
Pentonville  Road,  N.l,  restraining  him  from  carrying  on 
at  159  Pentonville  Road  or  elsewhere,  as  principal  agent 
or  otherwise,  the  trade  or  business  of  razor  manufacturer 
and  manufacturer  of  chemists'  sundries  and  perfumery. — 
At  Sittingbourne,  on  March  8,  Amy  Taylor,  charged  witli 
stealing  goods  valued  at  8s.  from  the  shop  of  Mr.  Raymond 
Robinson,  chemist  and  druggist.  High  Street'  was 
discharged. 

Private  arrangeihent.— The  creditors  of  Mr.  W.  H. 
Allkins,  chemist  aind  druggist,  Coulsdon,  Surrey,',  were 
called  together  recently  at  the  offices  of  the  Association  of 
Manufacturing  Chemists,  Ltd.,  Holborn  Viaduct,  London, 
E.G.,  when  Mr.  Parkin  S.  Booth  submitted  a  statement  of 
affairs  w.liich  showed  i-anking  liaibilities  £395  7s.  9d.,  all  of 
which  were  due  to  trade  creditors.  In  addition  there  was 
a  fully  secured  creditor  for  £150.  The  assets  consisted  of 
stock,  expected  to  produce  £1,000,  fixtures  and  fittdngs 
valued  at  £250,  and  other  items,  making  a  total  of 
£1,458  18s.  (net,  £1,438  8s.).  It  was  stated  that  the  busi- 
ness was  commenced  at  Coulsdon  in  1914  by  I\Ir.  Allkims 
with  a  capital  of  £850,  when  an  existing  concern  was 
taken  over  at  a  cost  of  £753.  The  premises  were  held  on 
a  lea.se  for  twenty-one  years  from  1908,  the  present  rental 
being  £60  per  annum.  'During  1923  the  sales  were  £2,553  : 
in  the  following  twelve  months  thev  increased  to  £3,433^ 
while  last  year  they  fell  to  £2.835.  During  the  last  twelve 
months  there  had  been  considerable  local  opposition.  Tlie 
present  position  was  attributed  to  lack  of  liquid  capital. 
It  Wias  believed  that  the  business  could  be  carried  on  at  a 
profit,  and  the  whole  of  the  liaibilities  di6charo-,ed  in  full 
by  the  payment  of  instalments  to  Mr.  Booth.  "A  deed  of 
assignment  had  already  been  executed,  and  the  creditors 
decided  to  confirm  it,  while  a  committee  of  inspection  was 
also  appointed. 


Sudan  gum  acacia.— Much  larger  crops  of  Sudan  gum 
acacia  are  now  harvested  and  exported  than  formerly. 
During  1923-25  the  average  exports  amounted  to  approx'i- 
mately  20,600  tons,  which  was  the  largest  during  the 
past  twenty-seven  years.  Facts  go  to  show  that  not 
only  IS  the  crop  increasing,  but  the  world's  consumption 
also.  Tlie  1926  crop  is  also  expected  to  be  large,  partly 
on  account  of  regular  and  sufficient  rains  in  the  guni- 
producing  areas,  and  the  absence  of  cold  weather.  The 
•3  staple  food  (duria)  is  also  expected  to 

induce  the  natives  to  collect  as  much  gum  as  possible.

As  the  terms  worked  out 
about  £157  a  year,  the  Committee  decided  to  make  no 
appointment  for  the  present.  It  was  also  agreed  to 
request  the  Ministry  of  Local  Government^  Dublin,  to 
set  up  a  central  laboratory. 

Mr.  A.  C.  McBride.  J.P.,  M.P.S.I.,  headed  a  deputa- 
tion of  shopkeepers  which  waited  on  the  Urban  Council 
of  Armagh  recently  lo  protest  against  people  "being 
allowed  to  come  into  their  markets  and  sell  goods  at  a 
stall  for  which  they  paid  only  a  small  sum.  Mr. 
]\IcBride,  who  presented  a  memorial  from  200  shop- 
keepers, stated  that  the  charges  made  for  stall  holders 
w'ere  totally  inadequate.  The  Council  promised  to 
consider  the  matter. 

Belfast 

Ihe  Committee  of  Management  of  the  Belfast  Mental 
Hospital  and  Down  District  Asylum  invite  tenders  before 
Jlarch  15  and  17  for  the  supply  of  medicines  to  their 
institutions  for  six  and  twelve  months  respectively. 

The  Technical  Instruction  Committee  of  the  Belfast 
Corporation  lias  adopted  a  recommendation  of  the  prin- 
cipal of  the  College  of  Technology  that  Professor  Wren, 
head  of  the  chemistry  department,  be  authorised  to 
attend  in  an'  advisory  capacity  at  meetings  of  the 
Education  Committee  of  the  new  Pharmaceutical  Society 
for  Northern  Ireland. 

The  "  Belfast  Gazette  "  of  March  6  gives  notice  that 
the  Minister  of  Home  Affairs  for  Northern  Ireland,  in 
pursuance  of  the  power  vested  in  him  by  Section  25 
of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act  (N.I.),  1925,  has  made 
regulations  prescribing  the  conditions  to  be  observed, 
and  the  precautions  to  be  taken  in  connection  with  the 
distribution  of  poisons  and  poisonous  substances  free  of 
charge  for  the  purpose  of  the  Public  Health  (Ireland) 
Acts,  1878  to  1918. 

Mr.  Robert  Tweed.  R.D.,  who  w-as  for  many  years 
with  Ml-.  J.  Taggart,  R.D..  Crumlin  Road,  Belfast, 
has  opened  the  Central  Drug  Hall  at  29  Main  Street, 
Larne,  co.  Antrim.  Mr.  W.  C.  H.  McKinty,  R.D., 
has  taken  over  the  drug  business  carried  on  at  2C0  New- 
townards  Road,  Belfast,  by  the  late  Mr.  F.  Lindsay. 
Mr.  McKinty  has  been  manager  of  the  establishment 
since  iNIr.  Lindsay's  death.  R.  McBirney  &  Co., 
chemists,  have  taken  over  the  pharmacy  carried  on  for 
some  years  at  75  Ci'egagh  Road,  Belfast,  by  Mr.  J. 
Hutchinson. 

Correspondence  has  been  passing  betiween  the  secre- 
tary of  the  Ulster  Retail  Drug  Trade  Association  and 
the  Belfast  Public  Health  Authorities  as  to  the  facilities 
in  the  city  for  the  supply  of  urgent  medicines  at  night 
and  on  Sundays.  The  Committee  expressed  the  opinion 
that  greater  publicity  should  be  given  in  this  matter, 
and  the  Medical  Superintendent  Officer  of  Health  was 
instructed  to  reoort  thereon.  He  has  accordingly 
furnished  the  following  report,  which  was  adopted  at 
the  March  meeting  of  the  Council  : — 

I  have  communicated  with  the  secretary  cf  the  Ulster 
Retail  Drug  Trade  Association  in  reference  to  the  supply 
of  urgent  medicines  at  night  and  on  Sundays.  Every  police 
barracks  in  the  city  has  a  list  of  the  various  premises  whore 
nece-ssary  medicines  can  be  had  at  all  times.  The  me>dio.al 
praotitioners  of  the  Oily  have  each  been  supplied  with  a 
list  contaiiung  the  same  informaition.  The  iccre-txi-y  of  the 
Drue:  Trade  .^ssooia-tion  informs  mo  that  a  notice  appears 
in  the  daily  papers  once  every  throe  months  giving  instruc- 
tions for  the  supplying  of  urgent  medicines  at  ijight.  I  have 
suggested  that  chcmisls  should  display  a  notice  in  the 
windows  of  their  shops  staling  the  procedure  for  obtaining 
urgent  medicines  at  night.  This  would  ajjpear  to  be  reason- 
able publicity,  but  if  the  Committee  consider  that  further 
action  should  be  taken,  I  Avould  make  the  suggestion  that  a 
small  notice  could  be  exhibited  on  the  tramcars  if  the 
Tramways  Connnittee  ^\■ould  be  good  enough  to  give 
permission. 

It  was  resolved  that  ^the  Tramways  Committee  be 
asked  to  give  their  permission  for  the  display  of  such 
notices,  and  the  matter  will  come  before  the  Committee 
at  its  next  meeting. 
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Colonial  and  Foreign  News 

Died  foe,  Fh-\nce. — The  son  of  a  Hungarian  pharmai 
cist  was  recently  killed  while  fighting  with  the  French' 
Foreign  Legion  against  the  Riffs. 

Hydrogen  peroxide  for  Venezuela. — A  decree  dated 
January  6,  1926,  provides  that  solution  of  hydrogen 
peroxide  is  to  be  admitted  into  Venezuela  free  of  duty. 

Turkish  tr.\g.\c.\nth  and  madder. — The  Chamber  of 
Commerce  of  Constantinople,  as  well  as  several  manufac- 
turers, have  jointly  made  representations  to  the  Turkish' 
Government  with  the  object  of  securing  a  remission  of 
the  heavy  taxes  levied  on  tragacanth  and  madder,  which 
are  stated  to  be  a  severe  handicap  to  trade. 

Che-MIST  in  trouble. — A  Renter's  telegram  announces 
that  the  Florence  Court  of  Appeal  has  reduced  the 
sentence  on  Mr.  William  Ellison,  Ph.C.  [C.  <L-  D., 
March  6,  p.  325)  to  one  of  five  months  and  twenty-five 
days'  imprisonment  and  a  fine  of  525  lire.  Mr.  Ellison, 
the  message  adds,  is  to  apply  for  the  King's  pardon. 

Asafetida  as  a  denaturant. — The  government  chemist 
of  Nicaragua  having  suggested  the  use  of  asafetida  as  a 
denaturant  for  alcohol.  Sr.  Porfirio  Perez,  the  editor  of 
the  "  Revista  Farmaceutica  de  Nicaragua,"  in  an  article 
dealing  w-ith  the  objections  to  the  use  of  this  substance, 
proposes  for  this  purpose  the  addition  of  1  to  10  per 
cent,  of  amyl  alcohol,  together  with  pyridine  or  kerosene. 

Enforcement  op  Indian  Opium  Act. — The  following 
Notification  (C.  No.  477-E.  0.— 25,  dated  January  27, 
1926)  has  been  issued  by  the  Government  of  India  from  the 
Financ-e  Department  : — In  pursuance  of  subsection  (2)  of 
section  1  of  the  Opium  (Amendment)  Act,  1925  (XXVIl 
of  1925),  the  Governor-General  in  Council  is  pleased  to 
appoint  April  1,  1926,  as  the  date  on  which  the  said  Act 
shall  come  into  force. 

Russian  cinchona. — A  conference  of  agronomical  and 
botanical  experts  was  recently  held  at  Tiflis,  under  the 
auspices  of  the  People's  Commissariat  of  Agriculture  of 
Soviet  Georgia,  to  discuss  the  possibility  of  cultivating 
cinchona  on  the  Black  Sea  coast.  It  was  resolved  to 
organise  experimental  cultivation  upon  a  large  scale, 
since  the  climate  and  soil  of  the  Black  Sea  coast  were 
found  suitable  for  the  growth  of  these  trees. 

Turkish  supervision  of  drug  houses.— Recently  irx- 
spectors  of  the  Constantinople  Board  of  Health  have 
searched  the  premises  of  several  representatives  of  foreign 
wholesale  drug  liouses  suspected  of  liolding  stocks  on 
their  own  account,  a  practice  forbidden  by  law,  as  they 
are  only  empowered  to  receive  and  transmit  orders.  The 
Government  is  credited  with  the  intention  of  requiring 
that  in  future  a  qualified  pharmacist,  who  shall  assume 
full  responsibility,  must  be  employed  by  all  drug-houses. 

Pharmacy  in  the  Norwegian  budget. — For  the  Norwe- 
gian budget  year  1926-27  the  turnover  tax  levied  on  phar- 
macists is  estimated  to  provide  a  revenue  of  500,000 
kroner.  This  amount  will  be  devoted  to  the  following 
purposes  :  Cost  of  inspecting  pharmacies,  13,600  kr.  ; 
salaries  of  professors  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute, 
cost  of  holding  examinations  and  post-graduate  courses, 
60.6CO  kr.  ;  contribution  to  the  pension  and  benevolent 
fund  for  pharmacists,  56,0C0  kr.  ;  grants  to  students  of 
pharmacy,  and  to  pharmacists  undertaking  special  studies 
abroad,  35,000  kr.  ;  expenses  in  connection  with  the  build- 
ing of  the  Pharmaceutical  Institute,  180,OCO  kr.  ;  contribu- 
tion to  the  pharmacy  fund,  106,900  kr. 

Bermuda  Dangerous  Drugs  Act. — According  to  a 
notice  issued  by  the  Colonial  Secretary  of  Bermuda  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1925,  came  into  force  oil  February  1, 
1926.  This  .Act  prohibits  the  importation  into  Bermuda 
of  any  prepared  opium  and,  except  under  licence,  of  any 
raw  opium  or  "  dangerous  drugs  "  as  defined  in  the  Act. 
The  Act  also  prohibits  the  exportation  from  the  Colony 
of  any  prepared  opium  and,  except  under  licence,  of  any 
raw  Cpium  or  "  dangerous  drugs  "  as  defined  in  the  Act. 
The  following  are  stated  to  be  dangerous  drugs  for  the 
purpose  of  the  Act  : — ]\Iorphine,  cocaine  and  diacetylmor- 
phine,  and  their  respective  salts ;  medicinal  opium,  and 
anv  preparation,  admixture,  extract  or  other  substance 
containing  not  less  than  one-fifth  per  cent,  of  morphine 
or  one-t«nth  per  cent,  of  cocaine,  ecgonine  or  diamorphine. 
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Legal  Reports 

Sulphur   Description   Case  At    Surrey   Assizes,  on 

March  4,  Robinson  Brothers,  Ltd.,  West  Bromwich,  were 
summoned  at  the  instance  of  the  London  Chanibei-  of  Com- 
merce (C.  ct  D.,  II,  1925,  p.  857)  for  having  sokl  goods  to 
which  an  alleged  false  trade  description,  "  flcwers  of 
sulphur,"  had  been  applied,  contrary  to  the  Merchandise 
Marks  Act,  1887,  the  product  not  having  heen  obtained  by 
sublimation.  They  were  fined  £50  and  were  ordered  to 
pay  the  costs  of  the  prosecution.  Notice  of  appeal  was 
given. 

Invoice  as  Warranty.— In  Drogheda  District  Court, 
recently,  Agnes  Healy,  West  Street,  was  summoned  for  a 
breach  of  the  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act.  Mr.  Tallan, 
Bolicitor,  said  that  the  defendant  submitted  thiat  the 
jr'voice,  which  stated  that  the  ointment  was  B.P.  stan- 
dard, was  a  warranty,  but  the  prosecution  held  that  it  was 
not.  Mr.  Brannagan,  for  the  defence,  said  that  his  client 
received  ointment  labelled  "  B.P."  An  inspector  said  the 
sample  taken  was  found,  according  to  the  analyst's  certifi- 
cate, to  contain  17.5  per  cent,  of  sublimed  sulphur.  Mr. 
John  Healy,  M.P.S.L,  said  that  the  mixture  as  certified 
iby  the  analyst  would  cost  more  to  produce  than  B.P. 
sulphur  ointment.  Mr.  Donal  Boyd,  representing  Boileau 
&  Boyd,  Ltd.,  manuf aotmiing  chemists,  Dublin,  deposed 
thiat  Ihis  firm  admitted  sending  the  sulphur  ointment  as 
B.P.  standard ;  they  had  taken  every  reasnnable  pre- 
caution to  ensure  that  the  ointment  would  be  of  B.P. 
standard.  His  firm  would  like  to  take  all  responsibility. 
CTOss-examined  :  He  admitted  that  the  invoice  (produced) 
was  a.  warranty  to  the  firm's  customer  that  the  ointment 
wias  up  to  standard.  The  justice  said  he  would,  on  Mr. 
Eoyd's  evidence,  dismiss  the  case.  Mr.  Brannagan  was 
gi.anted  costs. 

Deficient  Calomel  Ointment.— At  Bow  Street  Police 
Court,  London,  on  March  10,  Messrs.  Horace  Bland 
and  D.  C.  Jones,  trading  as  Curtis  &  Co.,  chemists. 
High  Holborn,  W.C.,  were  summoned  for  having  sold 
calomel  ointment  which  was  deficient  in  mercurous 
chloride  to  the  extent  of  40  per  cent.,  and  was  there- 
fore not  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality  of  the 
article  demanded.  The  certificate  of  the  '  borough 
analyst  (Mr..  J.  K.  Colwell,  F.I.C.)  stated  that  he 
examined  a  sample  of  the  article,  weighing  about  ^  oz., 
and  found  that  it  contained  12  per  cent,  of  mercurous 
chloride  and  88  per  cent,  of  benzoated  lard.  Mr.  H. 
Hawkes,  prosecuting  for  the  Holborn  Borough  Council, 
said  that  it  was  not  suggested  that  there  had  been  any 
intention  to  defraud.  IMr.  H.  Glyn-Jones,  barrister, 
who  appeared  for  the  defence,  said  that  the  case  was 
a  curious  one.  The  firm  were  summoned  at  that  court 
three  months  ago  on  precisely  the  same  state  of  facts. 
On  the  present  occasion  the  manager,  Mr.  Stephens, 
knew  the  food  and  drugs  inspector  who  ordered  the 
sample,  and.  having  regard  to  the  previous  trouble, 
mixed  the  ointment  himself.  Having  done  so.  he  handed 
it  to  the  inspector  with  the  remark  :  "It  is  all  right 
this  time;  I  have  made  it  myself."  He  was  afterwards 
dumbfounded  to  find  that  the  proportions  were  precisely 
the  same  as  in  the  previous  case.  What  extraordinary 
aberration  of  the  mind  accounted  for  the  mistake  it  was 
impossible  to  say,  and  the  only  explanation  that  could 
be  put  forward  was  that  the  manager  must  have  had 
in  mind  at  the  time  the  prtiportions  used  in  the  other 
case.  There  was  no  question  of  gain,  as  the  benzoated 
lard  was  quite  as  expensive  as  the  calomel.  The  magis- 
trate, remarking  that  there  had  been  considerable  care- 
lessness, fined  each  defendant  £7,  and  ordered  them  to 
pay  £1  Is.  costs  each. 

Bergamot  Oil  Dispute — In  Soutlnvark  County  Court, 
London,  on  March  9,  Dubuis  &  Rowsell,  essential  oil 
merchants.  Great  Guilford  Street,  S.E.,  sued  Thomas 
Brothers  &  Co.,  essence  makers,  Charlotte  Street,  W. .  to 
recover  the  sum  of  £37  14s.  as  loss  sustained  through 
breach  of  agreement  to  supply  two  cwt.  of  bergamot  oil 
at  21s.  per  lb.,  as  oi-dered  by  the  plaintiffs  on  Novem- 
ber 23,  1925.  This  loss  was  represented  bv  the  enhanced 
price  which  the  plaintiffs  had  to  pay  elsewhere.  Mr.  J.  C. 
Lockwood  appeared  as  counsel  for  the  defendants.  A 
representative  of  the  plaintiffs  said  that  he  telephoned  to 
the  defendants  for  the  supply  of  this  oil,  and  later  con- 


firmed it  by  letter.  On  the  telephone  they  isaid  they 
would  deliver  in  fourteen  days,  but  it  had  not  been 
delivered  yet.  The  judge  was  handed  up  a,  bundle  of 
letters,  which  h-e  perused,  and  said  that  according  to  what 
he  had  read  t/>is  oil  had  already  been  sold  to  someone  elsa 
by  the  plaintiffs.  In  cross-examination,  the  witness 
agreed  that  the  defendants  did  not  say  that  they  would 
deliver  in  fourteen  days  definitely,  but  "  in  about  fourteen 
days."  He  agreed  he  was  told  that  shipment  of  bergamot 
oil  from  Italy  at  that  time  was  very  difficult,  as  a  sihort 
time  previously  a  shipment  from  Messina  took  three 
months  to  arrive.  Without  calling  upon  the  defendants  to 
answer,  Judge  Sir  Thomas  Granger  said  it  seemed  to  him 
that  the  plaintiffs  had  made  a  contract  with  their  jjur- 
chaser  that  they  ought  not  to  have  dcme.  The  plaintiff* 
knew  quite  well  that  the  defendants  never  in  any  way 
guaranteed  when  the  oil  should  be  delivered.  At  the  pre- 
sent moment  there  was  no  evidence  to  suggest  that  this  was 
a  breach  of  contract  in  any  way,  as  no  definite  contract 
was  made.  Unless  the  plaintiffs  were  going  to  bring  for- 
ward any  further  evidence  he  would  have  to  give  judg- 
ment against  them.  Plaintiffs'  Representative  :  We  are 
quite  willing  to  take  the  oil  now  if  your  honour  will  say 
that  it  should  be  delivered,  say,  within  a  fortnight.  His 
Honour  :  I  cannot  do  that  ;  I  have  onlv  to  deal  with  the 
case  as  it  stands,  and  cannot  go  any  further  than  that. 
There  must  be  judgment  for  the  defendants.  Judgment 
was  accordingly  entered  for  the  defendants,  with  costs. 

Partnership  Action — ^In  Southwark  County  Court, 
London,  on  March  5,  Mr.  Gius'tiniano  G.  V.  Quattrucci, 
Oak  Grove,  Anerley,  comb  and  brush  importer,  sued  Mr. 
T.  Williams,  Westminster  Bridge  Road,  S.E.,  to  recover 
the  sum  of  £84  Os.  6d.,  money  alleged  to  be  due  as  profits 
on  a  partnership  between  himself  and  the  defendant. 
There  was  a  counter-claim  for  £78  Os'.  Id.  Mr.  King 
appeared  for  the  plaintiff,  and  i\Ir.  Ronald  Smith  for  the 
defence.  Mr.  Smith  mentioned  that  the  counter-claim 
had  been  filed  merely  as  a  defence  to  the  claim.  The 
plaintiff,  giving  evidence,  said  that  he  had  known  the 
defendant  for  some  time  las  the  oAvner  of  a  public-house 
in  Westminster  Bridge  Road.  In  August  1925  it.  was 
decided  that  they  should  go  into  partneiship  and  should 
import  combs,  brushes,  etc.,  from  the  Continent.  It  was 
arranged  that  they  should  have  equal  shares  of  the  profits, 
but  after  three  weeks  a  further  agreement  was  drawn  up 
by  whidh  the  plaintiff  was  to  receive  £5  a  week  and  half 
the  profits.  From  August  10  to  November  20  the  sales' 
amounted  to  £922,  out  of  which  the  profits  were 
£119  19s.  5d.  As  the  partnership  was  dissolved  on  Novem- 
ber 20  he  thought  he  was  entitled  to  profits  on  a  further 
ten  days'  business,  which  he  estimated  brought  the  total 
profits  to  £135.  He  had  also  let  the  defendant  have  600 
shell  combs,  which  cost  him  £28.  He  agreed  that  the 
defendant  w-as  given  these  combs  for  a  security  for  a  cash 
advance,  but  he  had  deducted  the  amount  of  the  loan  from 
his  claim.  In  cross-examination,  he  said  that  he  was 
always  under  the  impression  that  the  defendant  was  the 
proprietor  of  the  public -house,  not  the  manager.  He 
agreed  that  some  time  ago  he  was  made  bankrupt,  and 
was  still  undischarged.  He  did  not  know  how  much 
capital  the  defendant  found.  He  would  not  say  that  the 
defendant  did  not  put  down  £600,  out  of  which  he  had 
had  £200  back,  and  had  therefore  lost  £400.  When 
the  p-artnership  ceased  he  handed  a  list  of  outstanding 
debts  to  the  defendant,  totalling  £127  18s.  3d.  All  the 
goods  he  left  with  tradesmen  were  ordered,  and  he  denied 
that  it  was  his  halbit  to  leave  a  quantity  of  combs,  saying 
he  would  call  the  next  day  for  them,  and  then  inform  the 
p.'aintiff  that  he  had  sold  them.  For  the  defence,  an  accoun- 
tant gave  evidence  to  the  effect  that  he  had  come  to  the 
conclusion  that  there  had  been  a  loss,  and  not  a  profit,  on 
the  trading.  Judge  Sir  Thomas  Granger  gave  judgment 
for  the  defendant,  with  costs.  In  view  of  this,  the 
counter-claim,  at  Mr.  Smith's  request,  would  be  dismissed, 
with  costs.

of  Great  Britain 
Evening  Meeting  in  London 

The  fifth  London  'evening  meeting  of  the  tsession  1925-26 
was  held  in  the  lec'tui'e  theatre  at  17  Bloomsbui\v  Square, 
on  March  9.  Mr.  Philip  F.  Rowsell  (President)  was  in 
the  chair,  with  Mr.  Edmund  White  and  Mr.  H.  N. 
Linstead  (assistant  secretary)  on  either  side.  Ajnong 
those  present  were  Mr.  Harold  Deane,  Mr.  Norman 
Evers,  Mr.  J.  P.  Ellerington,  Mr.  R.  Fouracre,  Mr. 
J.  P.  Gilmour,  Dr.  David  Hooper,  Mr.  A.  H.  Jenkin, 
Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish,  Mr.  Langford  Moore,  Mr.  C.  A. 
■Noble,  Mr.  T.  E.  Wallis,  and  Mr.  J.  E.  Wretts.  The 
placidity  of  the  proceedings  was  broken  at  one  point 
by  the  allusion  of  one  of  the  speakers  to  a  dispenser's 
difficulty  in  the  hypothetical  case  of  a  large  and  possibly 
toxic  dose  jsrescribed  in  strange  handwriting  for  a  "  poor 
Mrs.  Brown(e),"  whereupon  one  of  the  holders  of  that 
historic  name  present  interjected  a  d«cided  "  Hear, 
hear  ";  it  was  an  appreciable  time  before  the  audience 
regained  its  composure.  This  meeting  was  understood 
to  be  the  last  of  the  present  series. 

The  President,  in  opening  the  meeting,  said  that  jSIr. 
White's  position  in  the  pharmaceutical  world  was  not 
paralleled  in  recent  years.  His  work  in  connection  with 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  and  as  Vice-Pre- 
sident of  the  International  Pharmaceutical  Federation 
"was  well  known. 

The  President  then  called  on  Mr.  Edmund  White,

British  and  Continental  Pharmacy 

[Abstract] 

The  second  International  Conference  for  the  Unifica- 
tion of  Powerful  Medicaments  was  held  in  Brussels  in 
September  1925.  On  this  occasion  our  Government 
appointed  three  delegates,  Sir  Nestor  Tirard  representing 
the  General  Medical  Council,  Dr.  McCleary  the  Ministry 
of  Health,  and  myself,  on  the  nomination  of  the  Council 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  The  final  protocol, 
embodying  the  decisions  and  recommendations  of  the 
Conference,  was  signed  on  September  29  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  twenty-six  nations  present  at  the  Confer- 
ence.   [A  translation  of  this  document  was  given  in  the 

C.  <{■  D.,  II,  1925,  pp.  588  cf  Editor.]  The  first 
Conference  was  held  in  1902,  but  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  of  Great  Britain  was  not  represented  ;  and 
twenty-three  years  elapsed  before  the  second  Conference 
was  called  together. 

My  attendance  at  the  second  Conference  in  1925  is  the 
mam  cause  of  my  address  to-night.  The  discussions 
which  toolc  place  on  the  items  in  the  programme  threw 
an  interesting  light  on  the  variations  in  the  practice  of 
pharmacy  in  different  countries.  The  main  object  of 
the  Conference  is  expressed  in  its  title;  but  whereas 
the  first  Conference  of  1902  was  almost  entirely  limited 
in  its  scope  to  the  title,  the  second  Conference  included 
in  its  iprogi-amme  other  subjects,  such  as  the  unification 
of  methods  of  assay  of  vegetable  drugs,  doses,  biological 
assay,  and  nomenclature  ;  and  tlie  possibility  of  creating 
a  permanent  International  Pharmacopoeial  Secretariat. 
The  institution  of  the  International  Secretariat  is  the 
first  step  towards  the  production  of  an  International 
Pharmacopoeia.  In  addition  to  the  two  Conferences  to 
which  I  have  referred,  and  wliich  were  held  under  the 
authority  of  the  Governments  sending  delegates,  manv 
other  conferences  having  similar  objects  have  been  pro- 
moted by  pharmaceutical  organisations,  the  last  being  in 
Lausanne  last  year.  The  efforts  which  have  thus  been 
made  have  yielded  comparatively  small  results.  The 
Brussels  Conference  of  last  year  gives  promise  of  more 
tangible  results,  from  a  purely  pharmaceutical  point  of 
view.  The  International  Conference  on  the  Standardisa- 
tion of  Biological  Products,  held  at  Geneva  in  September 
1925,  and  promoted  by  the  League  of  Nations,  has 
yielded  .positive  results.  An  international  agreement  has 
been  reached  concei-ning  the  standardisation  of  pituitary 
extract,  insulin,  digitalis,  salvarsan,  thyroid  gland", 
ergot,  anthelmintics,  and  vitamins.  The  Biological  Con- 
ference liad  the  advantage  of  starting  almost  (ic  novo, 


without  encountering  a  host  of  difficulties  created  by 
varying  practices  established  by  long  custom. 

The  folloA^ang  programme  was  submitted  for  discussion 
at  Brussels  :  (1)  Revision  of  the  decisions  taken  by  the 
first  Conference  of  1902  ;  (2)  unification  of  the  formulas 
of  other  potent  medicaments  ;  (3)  unification  of  medica- 
ments containing  arsenic  and  bismuth ;  (4)  the  desira- 
bility of  unifying  the  methods  of  chemical  assay  of 
certain  medicaments  ;  (5)  the  desirability  of  introducing 
and  unifying  methods  of  biological  assay  :  (6)  unification 
of  maximum  doses ;  (7)  adoption  of  a  special  form  of 
bottle  to  provide  a  distinction  between  medicaments 
intended  for  internal  and  external  application  :  (8)  inter- 
national regulation  of  trade  in  narcotics  ;  (9)  creation  of 
an  International  Pharmacopoeial  Secretariat ;  (10)  adop- 
tion of  an  International  pharmacopoeial  nomenclature. 
The  British  Government  instructed  its  delegates  to 
endeavour  to  obtain  general  agreement  with  the  least 
possible  disturjbance  of  existing  standards,  and  to  take 
no  part  in  anj^  discussion  of  biological  tests,  since  this 
subject  was  already  under  the  consideration  of  an  expert 
Committee  of  the  Health'  Committee  of  the  League  of 
Nations.  Similarly  they  deprecated  any  discussion  on 
questions  of  international  agreement  and  action  with 
regard  to  the  regulation  of  the  sale  of  narcotic  drugs, 
on  the  ground  that  this  subject  lies  within  the  province 
of  a  special  Committee  of  the  League  of  Nations.  In 
regard  to  item  9  of  the  Conference  Agenda,  the  British 
delegates  were  instructed  to  express  the  view  that  any 
International  Secretariat  or  Bureau  established  for  the 
unification  of  pharmacopoeias  should  be  arranged  in  con- 
formity with  Article  24  of  the  Covenant  of  the  League 
of  Nations.  Article  24  provides  that  all  international 
bureaux  and  all  commissions  for  the  regulation  of 
matters  of  international  interest  constituted  after  1924 
shall  be  placed  under  the  direction  of  the  League.  The 
following  points  of  general  interest  mav  be  mentioned  : — 

Items  1  and  S. — The  general  recommendation  is  made 
that  the  strength  of  tinctures  of  powerful  drugs  not 
standardised  by  chemical  assay  shall  be  1  in  10  by 
weight,  and,  if  liquid  extracts.  1  in  1  by  weight.  In 
the  B.P.  the  corresponding  strengths  would  be  1  part 
by  weight  of  drug  in  10  parts  and  1  part  by  volume. 
On  purely  academic  grounds  it  can  be  argued  that  dis- 
pensing liquids  by  weight  is  susceptible  of  greater 
accuracy  than  dispensing  by  measure ;  but  under  the 
conditions  which  govern  the  practice  of  dispensing  I 
consider  the  British  practice  gives  better  results. 

Assay  Values 

Assay  values  are  proposed  for  the  following  drugs  : 
Aconite,  belladonna,  ipecacuanha,  hyoscyamus.  ■  nux 
vomica,  opium,  hydrocyanic  acid,  cherry  laurel  water, 
and  cantharides.  As  there  is  at  present  no  general 
agreement  concerning  the  methods  of  assay,  the  figures 
suggested  have  a  somewhat  limited  value.  The  Science 
Committee  examined  the  question  vei'y  carefully,  and 
were  much  indebted  to  iMessrs.  P.  A.  Self  and  Harold 
Deane  for  assistance  gained  by  their  wide  experience  in 
this  branch  of  analysis.  Mr.  Deane  reported  on.  the 
standards  obtainable  in  commerce  for  the  drugs  men- 
tioned above,  while  Mr.  Self  made  a  critical  survey  of 
the  assay  processes  in  several  of  the  most  important 
pharmacopoeias.  The  assay  processes  showed  many 
variations,  and  would  certainly  give  results  very  far 
from  concordance  on  the  same  sample.  The  following- 
points  may  be  noticed  in  passing  :  1.3  per  cent,  of  alka- 
loids is  suggested  for  belladonna  extract,  against  1  per 
cent,  in  the  B.P.,  but  the  assay  processes  varv  very 
much,  and  the  figure  of  1.3  represents  roughly  a  mean 
figure  of  the  standards  in  use  in  the  chief  pharmaco- 
poeias. With  regard  to  opium,  the  B.P.  process  appears 
to  be  the  best,  and  gives  concordant  results  when  opiums 
of  various  strengtlis  are  mixed  and  the  mixtures  assayed 
again.  Apart  from  other  advantages,  the  correction  for 
loss  in  the  B.P.  process,  although  empirical,  gives 
results  very  near  the  truth.  The  recommendation  of 
2.5  per  cent,  total  iilkaloids  for  nux  vomica  is  in  accord- 
ance with  the  practice  of  nearly  all  the  pharmacopoeias. 
It  was  pointed  out  by  the  British  delegates  that  a 
standard  based  on  strychnine  alone  was  the  best  practice 
to  follow,  since  the  relative  proportions  of  strychnine 
and  brucine  in  nux  vomica  were  by  no  means  constant. 
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and  theii-  relative  toxicity  as  30-40  to  1.  It  is  further 
recommended  that  the  drugs  and  preparations  in  the  list 
of  powerful  medicaments  dealt  with  shall  be  designated 
in  the  various  pharmacopoeias  by  the  names  selected  by 
the  Conference.  This  recommendation  could  be  carried 
out  by  adding,  as  synonyms,  the  name  in  common  use 
in  the  various  countries  where  the  Conference  name  was 
not  identical.  Great  variations  exist  between  the  B.P. 
standards  and  those  recommended  by  the  Conference  for 
syrup  of  chloral  hydrate. 

Item  3.— A  paper  was  read  by  Dr.  de  iNIyttenaere, 
Chief  Inspector  of  Pharmacies  in  Belgium,  on  the 
chemical  control  of  arsenobenzenes,  and  a  recommendation 
made  that  chemical  control  should  be  associated  with 
biological  control. 

Item  If. — It  was  generally  recognised  that  setting  up 
standards  for  the  potency  of  drugs  was  of  limited  value 
unless  comhined  with  agreement  concerning  the  methods 
of  assay.  A  Commission  of  seven  members  was  set  up 
charged  with  the  duty  of  studying  the  unification  of 
the  methods  of  assay. 

Item  5- — -As  mentioned  above,  no  discussion  of  bio- 
logical standards  took  place,^  since  the  International  Con- 
ference on  the  standardisation  of  biological  products, 
under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  H.  H.  Dale,  had  just  con- 
cluded its  work  in  Geneva  under  the  Health  Section 
of  the  League  of  Nations.  A  representative  from 
Geneva  came  to  Brussels  and  gave  a  report  on  the 
Biological  Conference  in  which  agreements  had  been 
reached  concerning  standards  for  pituitary  extract,  digi- 
talis, salvarsan,  thyroid  gland,  ergot,  anthelmintics,  and 
vitamins.  It  is  hoped  that  some  of  these  standards 
will  find  an  early  fipplication  in  the  pharmacological 
laboratories  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  under  the 
direction  of  Dr.  Burn. 

Item  6. — An  attempt  is  to  be  made  to  secure  uniformity 
in  the  maximum  doses  of  powerful  remedies  in  the 
various  pharmacopoeias.  A  table  has  been  prepared  com- 
paring the  maximum  doses  in  the  chief  pharmacopoeias. 
The  tabular  statement,  with  proposed  unified  doses,  will 
be  submitted  for  acceptance  to  the  various  Pharmacopoeia 
Commissions.  The  British  delegates  proposed  that  when, 
in  a  prescription,  the  maximum  dose  of  the  National 
Pharmacopoeia  is  exceeded,  the  prescriber  shall  repeat 
the  dose  in  letters  or  confirm  it  in  some  other  agreed 
manner.    This  proposal  was  approved. 

Item  7. — Discussion  revealed  the  difficulty  of  Ending 
any  international  agreement,  and  no  definite  action  was 
taken. 

Item  8- — This  was  not  discussed,  for  reasons  given 
above. 

Item  9. — The  Conference  agreed  that  it  was  desirable 
to  create  a  body  which  should  act  as  a  means  of  com- 
munication between  the  various  Pharmacopoeia  Commis- 
sions in  order  to  promote  the  international  unification 
of  medicaments  and  undertake  the  work  of  investigating 
the  proposals  with  this  end  in  view.  The  Belgian 
Government  was  asked  to  approach  the  League  of 
Nations  in  order  to  obtain  recognition  for  such  a  Secre- 
tariat in  accordance  with  Article  24  of  the  Covenant 
of  the  League.  In  the  meantime,  the  Belgian  Pharma- 
copoeia Commission  was  asked  to  function  provisionally. 

Nomenclature 

Item  10. — The  following  decisions  were  reached  :  Inter- 
national nomenclature  to  be  rendered  in  Latin,  each 
country  using  national  synonyms,  where  necessary,  follow- 
ing the  international  names.  It  was  recommended  to 
adopt  for  chemical  substances  a  nomenclature  similar  to 
those  used  in  the  pharmacopoeias  of  Great  Britain,  the 
United  States,  and  Sweden.  The  names  of  chemical  sub- 
stances in  prescriptions  present  special  difficulties  on 
account  of  the  custom  of  abbreviating  such  names  ;  thus, 
sodii  sulphas,  sodii  sulphis  might  both  be  abbreviated 
sodii  sulph.,  and  a  still  more  dangerous  instance  is  barii 
sulphas  and  barii  sulphidum.  Ferrous  and  ferric  salts, 
mercurous  and  mercuric  salts  are  other  examples — hence 
the  retention  of  archaic  prefixes  in  hydrarg.  subchlor. 
and  hydrarg.  perchlor.,  with  the  object  of  avoiding  the 
possibility  of  error. 

In  addition  to  the  proposed  Permanent  Pharmacopoeial 
Secretariat  the  Conference  recommended  that  the 
National  Pharmacopoeia  Commission  should  be  perma- 


nent, and  not  set  up  at  long  intervals.  It  is  suggested 
that  the  text  of  the  Brussels  Convention  should  be 
printed  in  the  next  editions  of  each  national  pliarma- 
copoeia.  A  papei*-  on  galenical  preparations  was  commu- 
nicated to  the  Conference  by  Professor  Eder  and  M. 
Golaz  (Switzerland),  in  which  it  was  proposed  to  make 
a  standard  extract  from  certain  important  drugs,  this 
standard  preparation  to  be  used  in  making  the  other 
preparation  on  a  decimal  basis  and  by  uniform  methods 
in  order  to  simplify  and  unify  their  methods  of  pre- 
paration. The  question  was  referred  for  consideration 
to  a  commission  of  experts,  including  Professor  Greenish. 

Discussion 

The  President  having  opened  the  meeting  for 
discussion. 

Professor  Greenish  remarked  that  the  chemical  assay 
of  drugs  underlies  any  attempt  to  formulate  alkaloidal 
percentages.  Comparison  of  results  of  different  pharma- 
copoeias has  been  undertaken  in  Switzerland,  with  the 
result  that  enormous  differences  were  disclosed.  Pro- 
fessor Greenish  thought  that  the  unification  of  assay 
methods  was  only  a  matter  of  time.  The  proposal  for 
standard  basic  preparations  was  not  easy  to  discuss ; 
some  methods  did  not  appeal  to  the  speaker.  Some 
years  ago  he  found  that  Mr.  Wright  (Buxton)  and 
other  authorities  were  opposed  to  the  idea  of  making 
tinctures  by  basic  extracts;  this  proposal  might  have 
one  disadvantage — that  it  would  tend  to  take  the  manu- 
facture out  of  the  hands  of  retail  pharmacists,  as  vacuum 
pans  and  other  apparatus  would  be  needed.  The  ques- 
tion of  nomenclature  was  very  important.  The  diflliculty 
of  weight  versus  measure  was  hard  to  get  over.  A 
system  of  weight  in  weight  could  be  adopted  all  over 
the  world  for  making  tinctures,  though  physicians  would 
continue  to  prescribe  in  minims  and  drachms.  The 
British  delegates  had  dealt  effectively  with  difficult 
subjects. 

Mr.  Melhuish  suggested  that  the  ideal  of  an  inter- 
national pharmacopoeia  was  visionary  ;  he  was  not  look- 
ing forward  to  it,  but  there  might  be  standardisation 
of  the  more  potent  remedies.  Dispensing  by  weight 
was  in  this  country  absolutely  impossible ;  Insurance 
dispensing  could  not  be  done  in  that  way,  especially  if 
twenty  or  thirty  people  were  waiting  for  medicine. 
Unusually  large  doses  should  be  initialled  by  the  pre- 
scriber, and  it  would  be  a  good  thing  if  nomenclature 
could  be  standardised. 

Mr.  H.  N.  LiNSTEAD  expressed  the  view  that  there 
was  sometimes  a  danger  of  overdoing  international 
standardisation  and  international  agreements.  The  Dan- 
gerous Drugs  Act,  1925,  might  be  described  as  inter- 
nationalism run  riot.  He  hoped  that  future  conferences 
of  this  kind  would  stick  to  their  particular  work. 

Mr.  F.  Browne  remarked  that  the  recomrnendations  as 
to  nomenclature  would  be  useful  when  a  monograph  was 
being  framed ;  time  would  be  saved.  It  might  be  useful 
to  have  the  international  name  of  each  chemical  followed 
by  a  few  names  in  the  separate  languages.  A  permanent 
pharmaceutical  committee,  unless  it  was  careful  to  take 
evidence,  might  rule  out  preparations  which  were  locally 
valued.  When  a  book  had  been  prepared  by  such  a 
permanent  committee,  it  should  'be  ready  to  hear  objec- 
tions to  formulas  contained  in  the  book. 

Mr.  J.  C.  Skenstone  suggested  that  the  co-operation 
of  medical  men  was  needed  in  the  matter  of  prescription 
writing,  a  matter  in  which  many  doctors  were  badly 
instructed. 

Mr.  Finnemore  also  referred  to  the  defective  training 
of  medical  students  in  writing  prescriptions.  "  Practical 
pharmacy  "  in  the  first  year  of  a  medical  student's  work 
usually  consisted  in  recognising  a  few  unlabelled  sub- 
stances and  committing  to  memory  a  certain  number  of 
doses.  In  spite  of  our  haphazard  manner  of  preparing 
the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  we  got  good  results.  The 
international  position  laid  on  us  all  the  necessity  of  a 
good  deal  of  fresh  work  of  the  Farr  and  Wright  type. 
°  Mr.  Bullen  inquired  whether  it  was  intended  to  issue 
the  proposed  international  pharmacopoeia  in  Latin,  and 
suggested  that  the  real  international  language  was 
French.  .  , 

Mr.  Ellerington  was  convinced  that  an  international 
pharmacopoeia   was   unnecessary.    For  one   thing  there 
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.was  not  much  travelling.  It  might  be  necessary,  how- 
ever, for  the  very  strong  remedies  to  be  standardised. 
Acids  gave  trouble  in  dispensing  foreign  prescriptions, 
,and  might  well  be  made  tire  isame  in  all  pharmacopoeias. 
.Syrup  of  codeine  was  very  different  in  strength"  in  the 
British  and  French  Pharmacopoeias.  Organic  extracts 
(thyroid  and  so  forth)  in  foreign  prescriptions  were 
another  source  of  difficulty.  Supplements  to  pharma- 
copoeias should  be  issued  occasionally.  As  to  nomen- 
clature, did  doctors  ever  observe  any  rules  in  writing 
prescriptions?  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  White,  replying  to  the  discussion,  thought  that 
standardised  basic  preparations  would  be  an  advantage 
to  the  retail  pharmacist.  One  of  the  chief  examples 
of  international  differences  was  iodine,  in  the  case  of 
which  every  country  varied  the  strengths  of  its  prepara- 
tions and  the  solvents ;  it  seemed  impossible  to  get 
uniformity. 

A  vote  of  thanks,  moved  by  the  President,  closed  the 
proceedings.

Record  of  matters    concerning    Chemists '    interests    in  ttie 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts 

ENGLAND  AND  WALES 

Local  Reports 

Birmingham.' — ^With  reference  to  the  prosecution  of  a 
Birmingham  chemist  for  selling  prescriptionis  deficient  in 
drugs,  a  statement  was  made  at  a  meeting  of  the  Bir- 
mingham Insurance  Committee  recently  to  the  effect 
that  the  name  of  the  chemist  had  been  removed  from  the 
Committee's  list  of  persons  supplying  drugs  and  appli- 
ances. The  chemist,  it  was  added,  had  given  an  under- 
taking that  he  would  not,  without  the  previous  consent 
in  writing  of  the  Minister  of  Health,  seek  re-admission  to 
the  list  of  any  insurance  committee  in  Great  Britain. 

Leeds. — At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  "the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee recently,  Mr.  'E.  Hawkesworth  reported 
on  the  work  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcom- 
mittee and  said  they  had  found  only  one  prescription  not 
properly  dispensed.  In  regard  to  bandages  and  other 
appliances  the  Committee  had  some  cause  for  complaint. 
The  state  of  affairs  had  been  reported  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health. 

London. — The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee was  held  on  February  25.  The  Finance  Subcom- 
mittee recommended  the  payment  of  accounts  amounting 
to  £27,067  9s.  lid.  Amongst  these  was  tlie  following  to 
chemists  for  the  medical  year  1925-6  :  £23,383  lis. 
The  accounts  were  passed.  The  General  Purposes  Sub- 
committee recommended  that  Mr.  W.  Pritchard.  and 
subject  to  their  \villingness  to  serve,  Mrs.  C.  L.  Booth 
and  Mr.  W.  Edwards,  be  appointed  deputy  members  of 
the  Pliarmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee  for  the  period 
ending  October  31.  The  recommendation  of  tlie  Sub- 
committee was  adopted.  The  Pharmaceutical  Service 
Subcommittee  reported  that  a  case  had  been  referred  to 
them  by  the  Medical  Benefit  Subcominittee  for  investiga- 
tion as  to  the  manner  in  which  the  respondent  chemists 
Were  discharging  their  duties  under  the  terms  of  service 
for  pharmacists.  The  matter,  they  were  informed,  arose 
in  the  first  instance,  on  the  receipt  of  a  report  by  the 
Committee  from  a  mietropolitan  borough  council.  It 
stated  that  the  medical  officer  of  health  had  received  a 
complaint  from  an  insurance  practitioner  that  he  liad  sent 
a  prescription  for  luminal  tablets,  1^  grains  in  each.  The 
prescription  asked  for  25  tablets,  and  the  directions  to 
the  patient  were  that  one  was  to  be  taken  every  night. 
Naturally  this  supply  should  have  lasted  for  the  best  part 
of  a  month,  but  the  patient  returned  to  the  surgery  after 
a  week  or  ten  days  with  the  request  for  a  further  supply. 
Wlien  the  patient  had  called  on  him  (the  practitioner) 
two  or  three  times  at  such  short  intervals  he  drew  her 
attention  to  it,  and  asked  why  she  came  back  so  early 
for  furtJier  supplies.  She  explained  that  she  always  got 
one  tube  or  packet  containing  ten  tablets  for  each  pre- 
scription instead  of  the  twenty-five  which  the  practitioner 
had  ordered,  'ihe  practitioner  then  complained  to  the 
medical  officer  of  health,  and  at  his  request  he  wrote 


another  prescription,  which  was  presented  by  one  of  tha 
council's  health  visitors  to  the  chemists,  and  which  was 
kept  three  or  four  days  waiting  before  it  could  be  filled. 
In  the  package  received  there  were  only  ten  tablets 
instead  of  the  twenty-five  as  prescribed.  The  chemist's 
manager  did  not  deny  that  ten  talilets  had  been  tsupplied 
on  each  of  th-e  occasions  in  question,  and  the  only  ex- 
planation that  Ke  could  give  was  that  the  mistalce  was 
made  owing  to  carelessness.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mittee there  was  no  excuse  for  the  carelesness  ;  that  it 
is  the  duty  of  the  chemists  to  see  that  the  proper  quantity 
is  supplied.  They  recommend  that  the  firm  be  censured, 
and  that  the  sum  of  8s.  4d.,  representing  the  difference 
in  the  cost  of  the  tahlets  ordered,  and  the  cost  of  the 
tablets  supplied,  be  deducted  from  the  remuneration  pay- 
able to  them  by  the  Committee.  The  report  was  adopted. 
The  Pharmaceutical  Service  Subcommittee  also  reported 
that  they  had  before  them  the  results  of  the  analysis 
made  of  ten  samples  of  a  mixture,  and  the  results  of  the 
examination  of  ten  samples  of  appliances  dispensed  by 
chemists  in  accordance  with  the  scheme  for  testing  drugs 
and  appliances.  They  thought  that  the  results  disclosed 
by  the  examination  of  appliances  might  be  regarded  as 
satisfactory.  With  regard  to  the  mixture,  in  nine  cases 
(he  report  was  satisfactory,  but  in  one  case  in  which 
there  was  an  excess  of  23  per  cent,  of  potassium  bromide 
and  a  small  excess  of  ammonium  carbonate,  they  had 
decided  to  take  further  action.  The  action  of  the  Sub- 
committee was  approved. 

Oldham. — At  a  meeting  of  the  Insurance  Committee 
held  recently  the  clerk  (Mr.  D.  L.  Price)  reported 
that  the  amount  paid  to  the  chemists  in  December  was 
£1,272.  Since  the  year  1919,  lie  added,  the  money  paid  in 
that'  direction  had  more  than  doubled.  Patients  in  1919 
numbered  59,235,  and  in  December  last  70,462.  In  1913 
the  drug  ihill  was  £6,000,  .and  in  1925  £12,403.  The  clerk 
saiid  the  drag  bill  in  Oldham  wias  higher  than  in  any  other 
county  iborough  in  Lancashire.

Report  on  the  February  Analytical  Exercise 

The  powder  distributed  to  students  on  February  9  con- 
tained five  iparts  by  weight  of  lead  carbonate,  four  parts 
of  lead  acetate,  and  one  part  of  bismuth  oxychloride. 
The  calculated  composition  of  such  a  mixture  is  :

Magnesium  was  also  present  as  an  impurity. 

(Samples  of  the  powder  were  distributed  to  sixty-five 
students,  and  twenty-seven  reports  of  analyses  were  sent 
in  for  examination.  The  failures  in  the  detection  of 
the  main  constituents  were  : — (a)  Metallic  radicals  :  Lead, 
2;  bismuth  5.  {b)  Acidic  radicals  :  Carbonic,  5;  acetic, 
12;  hydrochloric,  1.  In  seven  reports  the  evolution  of 
water  when  the  powder  was  gently  heated  in  a  di-y  tube 
was  not  mentioned,  and  only  seven  students  detected 
the  trace  of  magnesium. 

The  analytical  features  of  this  exercise  were  of  quite 
an  ordinary  description,  and  no  really  considerable  diffi- 
culty was  involved.  The  relatively  small  proportion  of 
bismuth  in  presence  of  a  greatly  preponderating  quantity 
of  lead  was  a  matter  -which  occasioned  a  little  doubt  in 
some  in.stances,  but  in  view  of  the  delicate  reactions  for 
bismuth  that  are  available,  failures  in  its  detection  were 
few.  The  usual  preliminary  tests  furnished  much  infor- 
mation regarding  the  composition  of  the  powder,  and  as 
a  consequence  a  number  of  students  were  able  to  start 
upon  the  systematic  examination  with  good  evidence  in 
hand  as  to  the  presence  of  most  of  the  main  constituents. 

The  troubles  that  arise  later,  as  the  result  of  the 
imperfect  removal  of  lead  or  bismuth  as  sulphide,  were 
much  less  frequent  on  this  occasion  than  is  usually  the 
case,  and  this  seems  to  point  to  greater  care  having 
been  taken  to  carry  out  the  hydrogen  sulphide  precipita- 
tion in  the  cold  and  in  solutions  containing  little  free 
acid.  With  regard  to  one  point,  however,  in  this  connec- 
tion, it  must  be  noted  that  some  students  among  those 
whose  analyses  were  otherwise  con-ect  upon  the  whole, 
do  not  yet  realise  that  the  separation  of  lead  as  chloride 
in  Group  I  is  never  complete,  that  the  hydrogen  sulphide 
precipitate  (if  due  attention  has  been  given  to  the  requi- 
site precautions  referred  to  above)  inevitably  contains 
lead  sulphide,  and  tliat  analytical  failure  of  some  kind 
must  have  occurred  if  the  lead  does  not  make  its  appear- 
ance as  sulphate  at  the  appropriate  stage  in  the  working 
uip  of  that  precipitate. 

From  the  negative  results  reported  in  quite  a  number 
of  instances  in  the  testing  for  an  acetate  in  the  sodium 
carbonatp  extract,  by  means  of  ferric  chloride,  it  seems 
likely  that  the  solution  of  the  reagent  was,  as  is  com- 
monly the  case,  too  strongly  acid  for  the  purpose.  The 
solution  of  ferric  chloride  suitable  for  testing  for 
acetates,  salicylates,  etc.,  should  be  as  nearly  neutral  as 
it  can  be  made  by  carefully  adding  to  it  drop  by  drop 
dilute  solution  of  ammonia  until  a  slight  permanent 
turbidity  remains  after  shaking,  and  then  adding  the 
minimum  quantity  of  hydrochloric  acid  requisite  to  dispel 
this  tui'bidity.  Since  various  colour  reactions  produced 
by  ferric  chloride- disappear  on  the  addition  of  any  con- 
siderable quantity  of  hydrochloric  acid,  it  is  most  impor- 
tant to  employ  for  these  reactions  a  reagent  as  free  as 
possible  from  this  acid.  The  appropriate  reagent  should 
be  slightly  brownish  in  colour,  whereas  the  too  strongly 
acid  reagent  is  pale  yellow. 

A  few  students  reported  that  the  powder  turned  brown 
on  exposure  to  the  air.  This  change  was  not  due,  how- 
ever, to  mere  exposure  to  the  atmosphere,  but  was  doubt- 
less caused  by  the  traces  of  hydrogen  sulphide  in  the 
air  of  the  laboratory,  the  colourless  lead  and  bismuth 


compounds  becoming  superficially  changed  into  the  dark- 
coloured  sulphides. 

The  presence  of  magnesium  in  small  proportion  was 
pretty  generally  ovei'looked.  At  the  stage  at  which 
magnesium  falls  to  be  tested  for,  filtrates  have  often 
become  much  diluted,  and  unless  ^precautions  are  observed 
in  the  way  of  evaporation  and  the  removal  of  large 
excess  of  ammonium  salts,  this  metal  is  liable  to  be 
missed  altogether  when  the  quantity  concerned  is  very 
small,  as  in  the  present  mixture.  The  fact  that  this 
small  quantity  was  detected  by  seven  students  shows, 
however,  that  with  -due  care  the  characteristic  reaction 
with  sodium  or  ammonium  phosphate  could  be  observed 
when  operating  upon  the  quantity  of  material  available. 

With  regard  to  the  calcium  and  the  sulphuric  acid 
radical,  which  were  both  frequently  reported  i:resent, 
it  is  probable  that  these  were  introduced  in  tap  water 
and  in  sodium  cai<bonate  respectively — possible  sources  of 
impurity  which  deserve  constant  attention.

To  Correspondents 
A.  Tee.sdale. — The  powder  did  not  contain  any  oxidis- 
ing agent  which  could  bring  about  the  liberation  of 
chlorine  when  it  was  heated  with  concentrated  sulphuric 
acid.  The  cacodyl  test  for  an  acetate  gave  a  recognisable 
positive  result  with  an  exceedingly  small  quantity  of 
the  powder. 

Glauber. — Read  the  first  sentence  of  the  reply  to  A. 
Teesdale. 

Moi. — As  you  did  not  separate  the  lead  present  as 
sulphide  in  the  hydrogen  sulphide  precipitate  from  the 
bismuth  which  was  also  there  as  sulphide,  tlie  solution 
of  that  precipitate  would  yield  a  precipitate  of  lead 
iodide  on  the  addition  of  potassium  iodide,  and  so  render 
uncertain  the  supposed  bismuth  reaction.  The  lead  ought 
to  have  been  removed  completely  as  sulphate  prior  to 
the  addition  of  the  potassium  iodide.  The  acetic  acid 
radical  present  was  much  more  than  a  sliglit  trace. 

CiiBOMATiN. — Tests  for  copper  and  cadmium  should  not 
have  been  omitted.    See  also  the  reply  to  "Glauber." 

N.  R.  W.  AND  Smelfungus. — To  an  aqueous  extract 
from  the  original  powder  you  added  magnesium  sulphate 
as  a  test  for  a  soluble  carbonate  and,  having  obtained 
a  white  precipitate,  you  concluded  that  such  a  carbonate 
was  present.    The  white  precipitate  consisted,  however,

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of  lead  sulpliate.  and  had  nothing  to  do  with  a  carbonate. 
Some  discrimination  is  required  in  employing  this 
(seldom  usefully  applicable)  test. 

Cascara. — It  is  impossible  to  give  much  credit  for  the 
mere  mention  of  the  names  of  supposed  main  constituents 
when  these  are  qualified  as  "  doubtful."  What  is  re- 
quired is  a  definite  statement  of  the  evidence  furnished 
by  tests,  and  -of  the  conclusions  based  upon  that  evidence. 

Kodak. — ^The  solution  to  which  you  added  calcium 
chloride  as  a  test  for  citrate  and  tartrate  cannot  have 
been  neutral,  otherwise  a  precipitate  would  not  have 
been  formed.  Some  sodium  carbonate  proba'bly  remained 
ttnneutralised.  In  connection  with  the  query  marlv  placed 
after  "  bismuth  "  in  your  summary  of  constituents 
found,  read  the  reply  to  "  Cascara  "  above. 

Lyn  C.  Doyle. — You  reported  dissolving  the  precipitate 
of  lead  sulphate  in  acetic  acid,  adding  potassium 
chromate  to  the  solution,  and  obtaining  a  precipitate 
of  lead  chromate ;  but  lead  sulphate  does  not  dissolve 
in  acetic  acid.  The  supposed  nickel  reactions  were  due 
to  lead  incompletely  removed  as  sulphide  in  Group  II. 

NoM  DE  Plumb. — When  potassium  chromate  is  added  to 
a  solution  containing  acetic  acid,  its  colour  changes  from 
yellow  to  orange  (dichiomate),  and  when  excess  of 
ammonia  is  next  added  the  yellow  colour  is  restored, 
but  aa  lib.  addition  of  ammonia  will  not  make  the  liquid 
green. 

ZiNGiBEK. — You  omitted  to  give  the  required  summary 
of  constituents  detected — an  omission  which  occasions 
considerable  needless  trouble.  Read  also  the  reply  to 
"  N.  R.  W.'"  and  "  Smelfungus." 

ToNCO.— Concentrated  sulphuric  acid,  lij^erated  carbon 
dioxide,  and  liydrochloric  and  acetic  acids  from  the 
powder,  but  no  carbon  monoxide.  It  is  not  safe  to 
assume  the  absence  of  arsenic,  antimony,  and  tin  merely 
because  the  h.ydrogen  sulphide  precipitate  is  "  only 
"black."  The  yellow  or  orange  colour  of  arsenious  or 
antimonious  sulphide  may  he  all  hut  completely  obscured 
by  a  greatly  preponderating  quantity  of  lead,  mercuric, 
cupric,  or  bismuth  sulphide,  and  stannous  sulphide  is 
dark  brown. 

Massa  de  Jujubis. — The  grey  (not  black)  metallic 
deposit  on  a  strip  of  copper  boiled  with  the  powder 
and  hydrochloric  acid  was  not  due  to  antimony,  but  to 
lead  or  bismuth,  or  both.  The  acetate  was  the  only 
organic  salt  present. 

B.  H.  F. — The  powder  dissolved  completely  when 
boiled  with  a  sufficiency  of  dilute  hydrochloric  acid. 
Concentrated  hydrochloric  or  nitric  acid  was  not  a  suit- 
alile  solvent.  The  precipitate  which  you  obtained  with 
potassium  iodide,  which  you  describe  as  "  reddish."  and 
which  you  attributed  to  mercuiy,  must  have  consisted 
mainly  of  lead  iodide.  We  cannot  suggest  any  explanation 
for  the  reaction  which  led  you  to  conclude  that  a  sulphate 
was  present  in  quantity. 

Hexamine. — The  flame  coloration  which  you  ascribed  to 
potassium  was  due  to  lead.  The  supposed  sulphur  dioxide 
liberation  on  treating  the  powder  with  dilute  hydrochloric 
acid  was  really  the  liberation  of  acetic  acid.  You  must 
carry  out  analyses  in  a  systematic  manner  and  furnish  in 
your  reports  the  evidence  for  your  conclusions — not  a 
mere  statement  of  the  latter. 

Kkmi. — Read  the  reply  to  "  B.  H.  F.."  some  of  the 
remarks  in  which  apply  to  your  analysis  also. 

AiLSA  Davis. — You  have  gone  most  seriously  astray  in 
the  systematic  examination  for  metallic  radicals.  We 
recommend  you  to  devote  some  time  to  the  careful 
study,  in  the  laboratory,  of  the  analytical  behaviour  of 
mixtures  of  lead  and  bismuth  salts  in  varying 
proportions.

Westminster  Wisdom 

Notes  on  Parliamentary  Matters 

I  Powder  Ink 

It  was  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on  February  24, 
that  the  Stationei-y  Office  issues  supplies  of  ink  powder 
to  out-stations  of  public  d^epartments  generally  at  homd 
and  abroad.  The  supply  of  ink  powder  instead  of  liquid 
ink  reduces  the  cost  of  packing  and  carriage  and  mini- 
mises the  risk  of  damage  in  transit.  The  instructions 
for  mixing  appear  on  each  packet,  and  are  concise.  The 
approximate  cost  of  ink  for  1925-26  is  estimated  at  :  — 
Liquid  ink,  £3.700  ;  ink  powder,  £2,500 ;  total,  £6.200, 

Sale  of  Depilatories 

Colonel  Day  asked  the  Minister  of  Health,  on  March  9, 
whether  he  liais  any  information  regarding  the  danger  of 
soluble  sulphides  used  in  depilatories  ;  and  will  he  take 
steps  to  pijohibit  their  sale? 

Mr.  Neville  Chamberlain  replied  that  he  did  not  know 
wljat  particular  substances  were  referred  to.  but  he  had 
no  information  indicating  that  the  use  of  soluble  sul- 
phides as  depilatories  hais  led  to  such  ill-effects  ,as  to 
justify  legislation  to  prohibit  their  sale. 

Indian  Opium  Policy 

The  Under-Secretary  of  State  for  India  (Earl  Winter- 
ton)  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons,  on  March  8.  that 
in  opening  the  Council  of  State  on  February  9  lh.» 
Viceroy  made  the  important  announcement  that  the 
Government  of  India  intend,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Legislature,  to  reduce  progressively  the  export  of 
opium  to  all  destinations  so  as  to  extinguish  the  trade 
altogether  within  a  definite  period  except  for  strictly 
medical  purposes.  The  new  policy,  if  approved  liy  the 
Indian  Legislature,  would  go  far  beyond  the  inter- 
national ©'bligations-  of  India,  and  the  Government  -of 
India,  in  proposing  it.  have  been  animated  by  a  deter- 
mination to  do  all  in  their  power  to  co-operate  to  secoire 
that  improvement  in  the  world  opium  situation  which 
was  looked  for  as  a  result  of  the  Geneva  Conferences. 

Pharmacists  at  the  War  Office 
Mr.  Harland  asked  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War  on 
March  4  what  are  the  duties  of  the  civilian  pharmacists 
employed  at  the  War  Office ;  and  if  the  advice  of  these 
pharmacists  is  sought  with  regard  to  the  economical  pre- 
parations of  drugs  and  medicaments  at  military  hospitals 
in  lieu  of  purchases  from  civilian  contractors,  the  examina- 
tion of ■  Army  dispenseiis,  and  pliarmaceutical  personnel? 

Captain  King  :  As  regards  the  first  part  of  the  question, 
the  duties  of  the  civilian  pharmacists  employed  at  the 
War  Office  ai'e  technical  advice  on  pharmaceutical  ques- 
tions, the  examination  of  demands  for  medical  supplie's 
and  equipment  and  the  inspection  thereof,  the  audit  of 
contractors'  claims  and  the  preparation  of  schedules  of 
medical  equipment.  As  regards  the  second  part  of  the 
question,  the  answer  is  in  the  affirmative  except  that 
their  advice  is  not  sought  in  matters  affecting  the  exam- 
inations of  Army  dispensers. 

Calcium  Mulybdate 

Mr.  A.  Y.  Alexander  asked  the  President  of  the  Board 
of  Trade,  on  ^Mai'ch  9,  whether  he  is  aware  that  a  safe- 
guarding duty  of  33J  per  cent,  has  been  imposed  on  im- 
ports of  calcium  molybdate  into  this  country  from 
America  :  whether  such  imports  are  in  unfair  competition 
with  any  manufacture  of  the  article  in  this  country; 
whether  he  is  aware  that  such  an  imposition  is  penalising 
British  steel  manufacturers  in  this  country,  as  the  use  of 
this  material  shows  a  distinct  saving  in  steel-production 
costs  as  compared  with  the  use  of  f erro-molybdenum ; 
and  if  this  duty  was  taken  into  account  in  the  recent  safe- 
guai'ding  inquiry  into  the  cutlery  industry? 

Sir  P.  Cunliffe-Lister  :  Calcium  molybdate  has  been 
liable  to  duty,  on  importation  under  Part  I  of  the  Safe- 
guarding of  Industries  Act.  since  October  1,  1921.  I 
have  received  no  complaints  that  imports  of  this  material 
compete  unfairly  with  any  manufacture  iu  this  country. 
I  am  informed  that  molybdenum  steel  is  not  used  by  the 
cutlery  industry,  and  the  existence  of  the  duty  has  conse- 
quently no  bearing  whatever  on  the  questions  considered 
in  the  cutlery  inquiry.

^6198,000,  the  expenditure  on  annuities  and  grants  being 
£138,000.  There  had  been  an  increase  in  membership 
of  50  iper  cent,  in  ten  years,  <and  last  year  the  total 
was  12,442.  Three  editions  of  the  British  Pharmaceu- 
tical Codex  have  'been  published,  and  the  profit  of  more 
than  £3,000  had  been  earmarked  for  research  work. 
He  also  referred  to  the  new  pharmacological  laboratory, 
and  the  Labelling  of  Poisons  Order.  Mr.  F.  W.  Beken 
(Newport)  also  referred,  in  proposing  the  toast  of  "  The 
Pharmaceutical  Society,"  to  the  labelling  of  poisons, 
and  said  he  thought  the  labelling  of  remote  poisons 
would  so  familiarise  the  public  with  poisons  that  they 
■would  not  regard  them  in  the  same  way  as  in  the  past. 
During  the  evening  Miss  Ramage  and  Mr.  W.  James 
contributed  vocal  and  instrumental  selections. 

Bournemouth  Dinner 

The  annual  dinner  of  the  Bournemouth  and  District 
Branch  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  was  held  on 
Ffibruary  18,  Mr.  F.  E.  Bilson  in  the  chair.  The  toast 
of  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain  "  was 
proposed  by  Mr.  Francis  Rose,  who  referred  to  the 
activities  of  the  Society.  He  agreed  that  the  fixing  of 
standards  and  tests  snould  be  in  the  hands  of  the 
chemists,  and  there  was  no  Society  so  well  able  to  carry 
out  this  work  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain.  He  therefore  welcomed  the  fact  that  they  were 
first  in  the  field  to  establish  properly  equipped  labora- 
tories with  the  best  that  money  could  buy.  Mr.  Rose 
also  referred  to  the  attempt  that  was  being  made  "  to 
filch  from  them  the  title  of  chemist,"  a  name  which 
was  given  to  them  almost  from  the  foundation  of  the 
Society.  The  word  chemist  had  passed  down  into  the 
popular  language  of  the  day.  and  in  the  eyes  of  the 
piJblic  it  meant  one  thing  only.  "  If  any  other  society 
wants  the  name  chemi-st,"  he  said,  "  let  them  coin  a 
word,  but  don't  let  them  sneak  the  name  we  have  made 
and  popularised."  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead,  assistant  secre- 
tary of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  in  responding, 
replied  to  various  points  raised  in  the  previous  speaker's 
remarks.  The  object  of  the  laboratory,  he  said,  is  to 
give  students  training  in  the  testing  of  drugs  which 
cannot  be  tested  by  the  chemist  himself,  and  to  under- 
take research  work.  Important  research  work  is  now 
going  on  there,  and,  if  successful,  -an  excellent  start 
would  have  been  made.  Another  object  was  to  undertake 
commercial  tests  for  drug  houses  which  are  not  able  to 
do  them  for  themselves.  Mr.  Linstead  said  the  problem 
of  the  title  was  a  difficult  one.  They  could  cling  on  to 
the  title,  but  they  could  not  get  away  from  the  fact 
that  the  thing  had  gone.  Chemistry  to-day  was  no  longer 
in  the  hands  of  the  retail  pharmacist.  -  The  word 
"chemist  "  in  this  country  liad  its  statutory  meaning, 
but  in  practically  every  other  European  country  it  had 
not  got  that  meaning.  It  meant  a  man  of  science  who 
did  not  deal  in  drugs,  but  with  pure  cliemistry.  The 
French  and  the  Germans  have  got  their  special  words 
for  men  who  dealt  in  drugs.  "  We  could,"  he  said, 
"  quite  Avell  claim  for  ourselves  that  we  are  entitled 
to  call  ourselves  pharmaceutical  chemists,  for  pharmaceu- 
tical chemistry  is  the  part  that  belongs  to  us.  But  we 
are  a  little  bit  blind  if  we  say  we  are  chemists  and 
no  one  else  is  a  chemist."  They  could  take  that 
attitude,  he  said,  but  in  fact  chemistry  was  no  longer - 
really  the  ipharmacists'  job.  Probably  the  way  out 
would  be  the  formation  of  some  big  conjoint  registration 


board  Avhich  would  include  the  Phar;naceutical  Society, 
and  people  like  public  analysts  and  other  bodies  of  that 
sort.  The  board  would  register  different  sorts  of 
chemists,  and  pharmacists  would  come  into  it  and  taka 
their  proper  place  as  pharmaceutical  chemists.  "  The 
Branch  of  the  Society  "  was  proposed  by  Mr.  W.  A. 
Bingham,  and  replied  to  by  Mr.  Bilson.'  Mr.  H.  J. 
Martin  proposed  the  toast  of  "  The  Visitors,"  and  Dr. 
A.  D.  Edwards,  President  of  the  Bournemouth  Medical 
Society,  replied. 

A  Ladies'  Night 

Although  few  in  the  pharmaceutical  world  know  it, 
there  has  been  an  annual  reunion  during  the  last  two 
or  three  years  of  the  past  and  present  lady  students  of 
the  Society's  School  of  Pharmacy.  This  year  "  The  Old 
Girls'  "  dinner  and  reunion  was  held  at  the  Boulogne 
Restaurant,  Gerrard  Street,  W.l,  on  March  6,  with  Miss 
Agnes  T.  Borrowman  in  the  chair.  About  sixty  were 
present,  and  among  those  supporting  the  chairman  were  : 
Mrs.  C.  E.  Boyes,  Mrs.  Ella  Corfield,  Mrs.  Harold 
Deane,  Mrs.  H.  Jephcott,  Mrs.  I.  M.  Bowes,  and  Mrs. 
Williams.  Apologies  for  absence  were  sent  by  Miss  M. 
Buchanan,  Miss  Elsie  Hooper,  and  Mrs.  Irvine  (who 
was  to  have  been  present  as  a  guest  of  the  chairman). 
The  whole  affair  was  organised  by  Miss  W.  M.  Lyon 
and  a  dinner  committee  of  past  and  present  students, 
and  was  excellently  done.  Before  the  serious  work  of 
dining  began  a  bouquet  of  daffodils  and  fern  was  pre- 
sented to  the  chairman  by  Mrs.  Bowes,  and  after  dinner 
"  The  King  "  was  toasted  in  the  orthodox  fashion.  Then 
Miss  Lyon  gave  the  toast  of  "  The  Old  Girls,"  remark- 
ing that  she  had  been  astonished  at  the  enthusiasm  with 
which  the  suggestion  had  been  received  and  the  support  ■ 
she  had  had.  Just  then  the  Dean  of  the  School  of. 
Pharmacy  (Professor  Greenish)  arrived,  and  was  loudly 
acclaimed.  He  bore  a  note  from  the  "  Old  Boys  "  (who 
were  dining  elsewhere),  which  he  handed  to  the  chair, 
receiving  in  return  a  daffodil  from  the  chairman's 
bouquet.  When  the  excitement  had  become  more  or  less 
subdued,  Mrs.  Williams  replied  for  the  "  Old  Girls  "  ; 
in  an  eloquent  speech  (worthy  of  a  parliamentary  candi- 
date) she  expressed  her  delight  at  meeting  so  many  old 
"  Square  "  friends,  and  hoped  that  the  dinner  would 
now  definitely  become  an  annual  institution.  Thereafter 
"  The  Chair  "  was  given  by  Mrs.  H.  Jephcott,  who  is 
the  first  (and,  we  believe,  the  only)  woman  Fairchild 
scholar.  Mrs.  Jephcott  paid  high  tribute  to  Miss 
Borrowman,  with  whom  she  had  worked  for  some  years. 
Women  were  no  longer  debarred,  she  said,  from  99  per 
cent,  of  the  prospects  open  to  qualified  pharmacists. 
Miss  Borrowman  was  a  pioneer,  and  her  marlied  success, 
both  on  the  scientific  and  business  sides  of  pharmacj', 
was  a  great  encoui'agement  to  all  women  pharmacists  of 
the  future.  In  the  course  of  her  reply,  Miss  Borrowman 
said  that  she  felt,  after  listening  to  Mrs.  Jeohcott. 
"  like  a  somewhat  startled  hen  who  has  suddenly  laid 
an  egg  while  another  hen  has  been  doing  the  clucking." 
She  agreed  that  conditions  as  affecting  women  pharma- 
cists, particularly  in  the  retail  trade,  were  quite  different 
from  those  of  some  years  ago,  but  it  had  been  an  uphill 
fight  to  prove  conclusively  that  there  is  no  branch  of 
pharmacy  handled  by  men  that  could  not  be  equally  well 
handled  by  women.  She  paid  tribute  to  the  help  and 
loyalty  she  liad  received  in  her  business  from  juniors 
and  assistants,  all  women.  She  recalled  the  horror  of 
the  scientist  with  whom  she  had  been  doing  research 
work  when  she  told  him'  that  she  was  leaving  to  run 
a  shop — "  a  place  with  a  counter  in  it."  Insistent  calls 
brought  a  speech  from  the  Dean,  and  the  reception  he 
received  showed  the  affection  in  which  he  is  held  by 
all  students,  past  and  present.  He  urged  the  women 
pharmacists  to  see  as  much  of  their  colleagues,  male  and 
female,  as  possible  at  home  and  abroad,  and  thus  obtain 
a  wide  and  firm  outlook  on  things  in  general.  Touching 
on  educational  matters,  he  deplored  the  decline  in 
research  at  the  School  of  Pharmacy.  During  the  even- 
ing a  musical  programme  was  carried  out,  songs  being 
given  by  Mrs.  Bowes,  and  songs  and  ragtime  by  a  band 
of  students  at  present  at  the  "  Square."  The  pircc  do 
rrsistancc ,  however,  was  a  sketch  entitled  "  The  Spanish 
Tragedy,"  played  by  Miles.  Coulson,  Fleet,  Griffiths 
and  Mowell.    This  proved  a  very  amusing  affair. 
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Retail  Pharmacists'  Union 

Cambridge.— At  a  recent  meeting  of  Cambridge  phar- 
macists it  was  decided  to  form  a  Cambridge  and  District 
Branch  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists'  Union.  An  informa- 
tive address  was  given  by  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson  (general 
secretai-y  of  the  Union).  In  the  absence  of  the  President 
and  Vice-Presidents,  Mr.  Arthur  Deck  was  voted  to  the 
chair  for  the  meeting.  In  the  course  of  his  address, 
Mr.  Mallinson  said  that  he  was  glad  to  be  there  that 
day  in  order  to  wipe  out  the  memory  of  a  former 
Cambridge  meeting,  when  he  was  the  only  person  who 
turned  up.  Explaining  the  functions  of  the  Union,  he 
.said  they  had  got  past  the  experimental  stages,  and 
were  now  able  to  do  in  great  measure  what  they  set  out 
to  do.  So  much  had  their  work  increased,  and  so 
much  were  their  services  in  demand,  that  they  were 
having  to  secure  new  premises  to  deal  more  easily 
with  the  work.  They  hoped  to  have  a  conference 
later  in  the  year,  so  that  members  could  see  the  new 
premises.  Speaking  of  the  Royal  Commission  on  Health 
Insurance,  he  thought  the  pharmacists  would  have  oefore 
them  the  biggest  fight  they  had  had  since  the  introduc- 
tion of  the  Insurance  Act.  Under  the  Act  they  had 
State  recognition  now,  and  they  would  have  to  see  that 
they  did  not  get  ousted.  Afterwards  the  secretary  stated 
that  at  a  committee  meeting  Mr.  S.  F.  Barker  had 
resigned  the  presidency,  and  Mr.  Bernhard  S.  Campkin 
had  been  appointed  in  his  place.  This  was  confirmed 
by  the  general  meeting,  and  Mr.  Campkin  expressed 
his  thanks  for  the  honour  conferred  upon  him.  The 
officers  of  the  branch  of  the  Union  will  be  those  of 
the  Association.

The  introduction  of  a  new  soap  is  now  an  advertising 
feat  of  considerable  importance,  because  a  manufacturer 
cannot  to-day  afford  to  allow  years  for  the  sales  to 
grow.  It  follows  that  the  advertising  scheme  must 
necessarily  give  old-fashioned  ideas  a  shock.-  The  shock, 
however,  is  a  stimulus  to  retailers  if  it  results  in 
sales  upon  which  a  profit  is  made.  These  thoughts 
are  the  corollary  of  a  study  of  the.  scheme  upon  which 
the  new  Golden  Glory  soap  of  A.  &  F.  Pears,  Ltd., 
has  been  introduced  to  the  public.  It  has  been  a 
colossal  success,  a  million  cakes  of  the  soap  having 
been  supplied  free  to  the  public  on  March  4.  This, 
we  gather  from  a  talk  Avith  Mr.  H.  Powell  Rees,  the 
advertising  manager  who  has  planned  the  entire  scheme, 
the  details  of  which  took  nine  months'  hard  work  to 
draw  up.  It  will  be  remembered  that  we  gave  in  the 
C.  ,C-  D.,  January  30,  an  outline  of  the  plan,  and 
published  in  the  advertising  pages  a  splendid  colour 
supplement  which  gave  further  details.  In  earlier  issues 
Messrs.  Pears  prepared  chemists  for  the  reception  of 
the  soap.  The  culminating  point  was  on  March  4,  when 
the  front  page  of  the  "Daily  Mail"  consisted  of  an 
advertisement  of  ■Morning  Glory  soap,  with  a  coupon 
entitling  the  bearer  to  obtain  an  8d.  tablet  of  the  soap 
free  of  chai'ge.  The  public  realised  that  when  Messrs. 
Pears  made  the  offer  it  must  be  genuine,  and  were 
not  slow  to  "cash"  the  coupons.  There  was  a  run 
on  copies  of  the  •' Daily  Mail,"  which  were  sold  out 
early  in  the  day,  and,  as  we  have  stated,  out  of  the 
l,8C0,O03  coupons  circulated  with  copies  of  the  Daily 
Mail  "  a  million  were  presented  to  traders  in  exchange 
for  a  cake  of  the  soap.  As  we  have  received  two  or 
three  grumbles  from  chemists,  we  made  a  special  point 
of  obtaining  correct  information  on  various  points.  For 
instance,  a  complaint  is  made  that  chemists  were  nob 
told  the  details  of  the  coupon  exchange  until  March  4. 
This  is  correct,  and  for  rea.sons  which  are  easily  ex- 
plained these  details  could  not  be  disclosed  before  the 
date  when  the  advertisement  appeared.  Other  com- 
plaints were  investigated,  and  we  have  satisfied  our- 
selves that  every  trader  was  given  an  equal  chance, 
provided  he  took  advantage  of  the  offers  contained  in 
the  numerous  trade  advertisements  sent  out  by  Messrs. 
Pears.  We  have  had  an  onportunity  of  following  out 
tlie  scheme  step  by  step,  and  have  had  access  to  details 
which  substantiate  these  statements.  The  fact  remains 
that  the  public  know  now  what  "  Morning  C41ory  "  is 
like,  and  chemists  who  "  encashed  "  coupons  reaped  a 
direct  profit  on  the  soap.  The  weight  of  the  coupons 
received  by  Messrs.  Pears  on  March  5  was  two  and 
a  half  tons.  "  We  have  had  the  busy  time  of  our 
life,"  said  Mr.  Rees,  "  not  only  in  arranging  the 
details  of  the  scheme,  but  in  supplying  the  orders  for 
soap  from  the  trade."  The  success  of  the  scheme  is 
sufficient  reward  to  the  intrepid  advertising  agent. 
"And  the  cost?"  we  queried.  "Well,  one  factor,  a 
million  cakes  of  soap,  at  8d.,  can  be  figured  out  by  any 
C.  1-  D.  reader."

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Observations  and  Reflections

B.P.  Revision 

is  apparently  to  be  conducted  on  a  grand 
scale  in  the  immediate  future,  judging  from  the  wonder- 
ful display  of  talent  at  the  meeting  you  reported  on 
March  6  (p.  329).  If,  however,  all  the  important  bodies 
reipresented  at  that  meeting  are  to  have  a  voice  in  con- 
nection with  the  work  of  revision,  the  representatives 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  not  likely  to  be  able 
to  exert  any  great  amount  of  influence.  As  I  remarked 
some  time  ago,  it  was  improbable  that  the  General 
Medical  Council  would  depart  from  its  beaten  track 
■unless  the  Pri\'y  Council  could  be  induced  to  take  an 
interest  in  the  matter.  That  has  now  evidently  been 
done,  but  pharmacy  may  be  swamped  by  the  other 
interests  imported  into  the  concern,  and  it  is  still  far 
from  certain  that  actual  representation  on  the  Pharma- 
copoeia Committee  will  be  granted  to  any  external  body. 
We  are  much  more  likely  to  see  suggested  an  elaboration 
of  the  already  elaborate  scheme  of  non-representation, 
which  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  declined 
to  countenance. 

Shall  We  Amend 

our  Charter  by  a  supplementary  Charter, 
or  by  an  Act  of  Parliament  ?  According  to  the  official 
account  of  what  Mr.  Rowsell  said  at  a  recent  Liverpool 
meeting,  though  it  escaped  the  attention  of  the  reporters 
present,  there  is  a  predisposition  on  his  part  to  favour 
an  amending  Act  if  any  changes  in  the  existing  Charter 
should  seem  desirable.  But  why,  some  may  ask,  should 
the  provisions  of  the  Society's  Charter  be  further 
modified?  So  far  as  I  am  a\\are,  the  only  present  reason 
why  anything  of  the  kind  is  talked  about  is  that  there 
is  hope  in  some  quarters  of  working  a  miracle  at  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  and  enabling  all  members  of  the  Society 
to  have  a  voice  in  what  can  only  be  done  at  general 
meetings  without  taking  the  trouble  to  attend  them. 
There  seems  to  be  an  idea  that  the  equivalent  of  general 
meetings  of  the  Society  may  be  held  piecemeal  by  the 
numerous  'branches,  and  that  thus  all  members  may 
have  a  say  about  what  is  to  be  done — or  undone.  But 
why  not  go  further  and  take  powers  to  inflict  a  fine 
or  some  other  penalty  on  any  member  who  fails'  to 
attend  the  fractional  general  meeting  of  his  or  her 
particular  branch  ?  My  advice  is  to  leave  things  as 
they  are  and  beware  of  meddling  with  the  Charter, 
while  also  refraining  from  seeking  further  parliamentary 
powers  until  there  is  a  reasonable  prospect  of  securing 
some  much-needed  improvement. 

The  Reply 

of  the  three  members  of  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union  Executive  to  Mr.  Clement  reminds  me  that  some 
months  ago  {C.  <£■  Z>. ,  October  10,  p.  509)  I  suggested 
the  undesirability  of  electing  the  same  people  to  repre- 
sent us  iboth  on  that  Executive  and  on  the  Council  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society.  Now  all  three  of  Mr. 
Clement's  opponents  occupy  that  invidious  position,  and 
it  appears  to  me  that  one  or  other  of  them  might 
reasonably  be  expected  to  retire  gracefully  in  favour 
of  a  suitable  successor  who  is  less  overburdened  with 
public  responsibilities.  Five  years  has  each  of  them 
served  on  the  R.P.U.  Executive,  and  it  may  be  that 
they  have  got  somewhat  into  a  groove,  even  as  regards 
the  procedure  they  support  in  pressing,  as  they  claim 
to  have  done,  for  increased  remuneration  for  Insurance 
"work.  Methods  tend  to  become  stereotyped  in  the  course 
of  years,  and  the  people  with  whom  we  have  to  deal 
acquire  an  uncanny  knack  of  anticipating  what  our 
representatives  are  going  to  press  upon  them  for  con- 
sideration. Something  novel  and  surprising  is  required 
when  such  a  state  of  affairs  exists,  and  it  seems  to 
me  that  chemists  in  the  Metropolitan  area  might  be 
■well  advised  to  support  Mr.  Clement,  who  is,  I  believe, 
regarded  as  a  "  stalwart  "  in  connection  with  Insurance 
work. 


The  Migrations  of  Bedlam, 

otherwise  the  Bethlem  Royal 
Hospital,  have  been  quite  remarkable.  Lord  Rother- 
mere's  magnificent  gift  to  the  Metropolis  calls  attention 
again  to  the  decision  made  in  1924  to  remove  this  cele- 
brated institution  from  Lambeth  to  Addington,  Surrey. 
A  history  of  the  hospital  by  Mr.  E.  G.  O'Donoghue 
was  published  in  1914.  In  the  first  instance  it  was 
founded  as  a  Priory  of  St.  Mary  of  Bethlehem,  in 
1247,  on  a  piece  of  land  given  by  Simon  Fitz-Mary,  a 
rich  alderman  of  the  city.  This  site  is  now  covered  by 
Liverpool  Street  Station.  The  date  when  it  became 
an  asylum  for  lunatics  is  not  quite  certain.  Stow 
(1603  edit.)  says  that  at  St.  Martin's  in  the  Fields 
there  liad  been  "one  house  within  sometime  were  dis- 
traught and  lunatic  people,  of  what  antiquity  founded 
or  by  whom  I  have  not  read,  neither  of  the  suppression; 
but  it  was  said  that  sometime  a  King  of  England,  not 
liking  such  a  kind  of  people  to  remain  so  near  his 
palace,  caused  them  to  be  removed  farther  off,  to 
Bethlem  without  Bishopsgate  of  London,  and  to  that 
hospital  :  the  said  house  by  Charing  Cross  doth  yet 
remain."  From  Mr.  O'Donoghue's  book  it  seems  that 
this  removal  from  the  "  Stone  House,"  near  Charing 
Cross,  took  place  in  1377  or  thereabouts.  The  migration 
of  the  Bedlamites  therefore  began  at  Charing  Cross  in 
the  fourteenth  century.  Bethlem  appears  to  have  become 
generally  known  as  a  lunatic  asylum  in  1402.  The 
dilapidated  condition  of  the  buildings,  which  were 
originally  the  Priory  buildings,  became  so  bad  in  1675 
that  a  new  hospital  was  built  on  the  south  side  of 
Moorfields,  north  of  London  Wall.  This  second  build- 
ing was  built  on  part  of  the  old  city  ditch,  and  began 
to  tumble  down  in  1799.  Then  occurred  the  removal  to 
the  eleven  acres  site  in  St.  George's  Fields,  where  the 
new  building  was  opened  in  1815,  having  travelled  round 
London  to  a  spot  almost  due  south  of  the  original 
asylum. 

The  Gentle  Diarist, 

John  Evelyn,  has  put  it  upon  record 
that  he  paid  visits  to  the  old  Bethlem  Hospital  at 
Bishopsgate  and  to  the  new  one  at  Moorfields.  At  his 
visit  to  the  former  in  1657  he  wrote  that  he  "  stept 
into  Bedlam,  where  I  saw  several  poor,  miserable 
creatures  in  chains  ;  one  of  them  was  mad  with  making 
verses."  In  1678  he  saw  the  "  New  Bedlam  Hospital, 
magnificently  built  and  most  sweetly  placed  in  More- 
fields."  The  treatment  of  the  insane,  as  exemplified 
at  the  Bethlem  Hospital,  for  at  least  four  hundred 
years,  was  deplorably  brutal.  The  records  show  that 
in  1403  chains,  manacles  and  stocks  were  used  for  con- 
trolling the  patients,  and  as  recently  as  the  early  part 
of  the  last  century  a  female  lunatic  was  chained  to  her 
bed.  We  try  at  times  to  apprehend  the  point  of  view 
of  those  literary,  artistic  and  political  celebrities  of  the 
eighteenth  century ;  and,  I  think,  most  of  us  fail  in 
the  attempt  because  -we  cannot  understand  a  callousness 
which  acquiesced  in  the  Bedlam  r<'gimc  for  those  who 
were  afflicted  by  an  "  Act  of  God."  Steele  could  make 
a  jest  of  the  institution ;  Boswell  casually  notes  that 
Dr.  Johnson  and  he  "  visited  the  mansions  of  Bedlam  "  ; 
even  Johnson  himself  does  not  appear  to  have  thought 
madness  a  melancholy  business,  notwithstanding  Mrs. 
Burney's  expostulations.  There  were  some  exceptions, 
of  whom  we  may  consider  Cowper  to  have  been  one, 
because  he  confesses  that,  although  a  boy  when  he  was 
a  visitor  there,  he  was  angry  with  himself  for  being 
entertained  by  the  "  many  whimsical  freaks  "  he  saw. 
And  another,  surely,  was  Hogarth,  if  we  correctly  inter- 
pret his  eighth  picture  of  "  The  Rake's  Progress  "  -with 
its  subject  of  "  Moody  madness,  laughing  wild,  amid 
severest  woe,"  and  with  the  two  fashionable  ladies  in 
the  background  who  have  paid  their  twopence  for  the 
dismal  entertairu'nent.  The  one  protest  which  struck 
the  real  note  of  moral  indignation  was  made  by  Edward 
Moore  in  his  magazine,  "  'The  World,"  which  he  edited 
under  the  name  of  Adam  Fitz-Adam.  It  will  be  found 
in  No.  23  for  June  7,  1753.  This  work  may  be  seen 
sometimes  on  second-hand  bookstalls  in  four  volumes 
and  is  well  worth  reading  for  this  picture,  and  other 
pictures,  of  eighteenth-century  London.

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Editorial  Articles 

Budget  Possibilities 

The  old-time  fiscal  conventions  have  met  witli  such  scant 
considei-atiou  of  late  years  that  many  may  have  noticed 
with  surprise  the  recent  Press  movement  in  favoui-  of 
the  taxation  of  luxuries.  People  are  apt  to  forget  that 
no  great  time  has  elapsed  since  the  idea  of  an  article  of 
luxury  being  above  everything  else  a  fit  object  for  the 
attentions  of  a  needy  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  was 
one  of  the  commonplaces  of  fiscal  orthodoxy.  Whether 
we  will  ever  get  completely  Lack  to  the  older  habit  of 
thought  may  be  a  matter  for  doubt ;  but,  in  any  event, 
we  cannot  fail  to  benefit  from  settling  with  ourselves 
what  are  and  what  are  not  articles  of  luxury.  This  is 
a  matter  which  continually  needs  to  be  readjusted,  in 
view  of  the  continuous  extension  of  the  list  of  necessaries 
of  life.  Even  the  circumstances  under  which  an  article 
is  used  may  have  much  to  do  with  settling  into  what 
category,  luxuries  or  necessaries,  the  article  is  to  fall.  A 
typical  illustration  of  this  is  found  in  the  case  of  spirits 
(ethylic  alcohol).  It  is  usual  to  rank  spirits  as  a  luxury, 
but  common  experience  shows  that  for  certain  constitu- 
tions and  taken  under  certain  circumstances  spirits  may 
be  of  medicinal  utility  to  the  person  consuming  them  5 
while  taken  in  the  form  of  medicinal  preparations,  they 
are  undoubtedly  of  medicinal  effect,  and  in  either  case 
have  to  be  removed  from  the  category  of  luxuries  and 
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placed  in  that  of  necessaries.  The  same  remarli  applies 
to  spirits  when  used  for  the  purpose  of  manufacturing 
flavouring  essences  to  be  utilised  for  culinary  purposes. 
And  should  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  find  him- 
self in  a  position  to  remit  taxation,  his  attention  might 
very  well  be  directed  to  seeing  what  could  be  done  by 
way  of  remitting  the  duty  on  spirits  used  for  either  of 
those  purposes.  The  position  in  this  respect  becomes 
quite  clear  when  we  bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  funda- 
mental justification  for  the  taxation  of  spirits  has  rested 
on  the  assumption  that  they  are  a  luxury.  Such  a  theory 
cannot,  of  counse,  be  sustained  in  the  cases  in  which 
spirits  are  used  either  in  the  preparation  of  medicines  or 
in  the  making  of  flavouring  essences  to  be  used  in  cook- 
ing. Yet  in  the  latter  case  they  are  charged  with  duty 
at  the  full  rate  of  ^3  12s.  6d.  the  proof  gallon;  and 
where  spirits  are  used  in  the  production  of  recognised 
medicinal  preparations  the  spirit  duty  on  them  is  levied 
at  the  rate  of  14s.  9d.  the  proof  gallon.  Such  imposts 
become  all  the  more  indefensible  from  the-  fact  that  their 
incidence  is  ordinarily  on  those  least  able  to  bear  them, 
the  poor  who  are  sick.  It  is  difficult  to  suppose  that  the 
Chancellor,  if  his  attention  were  once  fixed  upon  the 
matter,  would  hesitate  to  make  the  concession  which  js 
called  for  by  humanitarian  as  well  as  economic  considera- 
tions. The  position,  too,  of  the  spirits  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  perfumes  is  one  which  urgently  calls  for  exami- 
nation. Our  home-made  perfumes  prepared  with  duty- 
paid  ethylic  alcohol  ai-e,  except  in  the  case  of  the 
most  expensive  lines,  being  subjected  to  crushing  compe- 
tition, if  not  altogether  swamped  in  our  home  markets  by 
foreign  perfumes  prepared  with  isopropyl  or  some  other 
non-dutiable  alcohol.  Here  more  than  one  consideration 
confronts  the  Chancellor.  An  industry  capable  of  em- 
ploying British  labour  to  an  important  extent  is  being 
strangled,  and  at  the  same  time  a  considerable  leakage  of 
spirit  revenue  takes  place  because  of  the  substitution  in 
the  making  of  perfumes  of  a  non-dutiable  for  a  dutiable 
spirit.  Our  perfume  makers  are  entitled  to  ask  that  their 
industry  should  not  be  suppressed  by  the  weight  of  duties 
such  as  those  to  which  an  important  item  of  their  raw 
materials  is  subjected.  And  while  these  ill-consequences 
follow  from  the  fact  that  spirits  are  subjected  to  the 
high  rate  of  duty  now  in  force,  there  is  every  reason  to 
suppose  that  a  reduction  in  the  rat-e  of  spirit  duty,  eo 
far  from  bringing  about  a  corresponding  decrease  in  the 
net  return  to  the  Exchequer,  might  very  well  result  in 
an  improvement  in  the  revenue,  because  of  the  in- 
creased consumption  which  would  follow.  Such  an  expec- 
tation is  borne  out  by  actual  experience  ;  when  the  spirit 
duty  was  at  £2  10s.  the  proof  gallon,  the  return  to  the 
revenue  was  greater  than  it  is  now  when  the  duty  stands 
at  £3  123.  6d.  It  may  be  said  that  in  the  present  critical 
state  of  the  revenue  a  Chancellor  who  ventured  on  any 
substantial  remission  of  taxes  would  have  to  be  one  of 
quite  exceptional  courage  ;  but  that  is  just  a  quality  which 
the  public  look  for  in  Mr.  Churchill. 


Position  of  Sodium  Nitrate 

CONSIDEBABLE  interest  attaches  to  the  market  position  of 
sodium  nitrate  at  the  .present  time,  since  the  continued 
and  -widespread  developments  taking  place  in  the  produc- 
tion of  synthetic  nitrogenous  products  are  likely  very 
soon  to  transform  the  situation.  In  spite  of  onerous 
competitive  conditions,  however,  the  Chilean  producers 
have  more  than  maintained  output  and  consumption 
during  the  seven  months  July  1  to  January  31  last,  as 
compared  with  the  corresponding  period  of  the  previous 
"  nitrate  year."  In  regard  to  consumption,  a  very  con- 
siderable increase  has  taken  place  in  the  aggregate,  but 


analysis  of  the  statistics  discloses  the  marked  influenca 
which  rival  synthetic  products  are  exerting  in  the 
European  market.  Total  deliveries  from  port  stocks  to 
the  inland  dealers  and  actual  users,  which  are  usually 
accepted  as  denoting  consumption,  rose  from  921,000  tons 
in  the  seven  months'  period  under  review  in  1924-25  to 
1,010,000  tons  in  1925-26,  compared  with  772,500  tons  in 
1923-24  and  957,000  tons  before  the  war.  In  the  following 
table  comparative  figures  of  consumption  of  Chilean 
nitrate  for  the  seven  months  ending  January  31  are 
given  (in  thousands  of  tons)  : — •

It  will  immediately  be  noticed  that  whereas  the  total 
quantity  absorbed  so  far  during  the  current  season  has 
expanded  by  10  per  cent.,  deliveries  in  European 
centres  have  declined  by  about  13  per  cent.  In  the 
main,  this  decrease  is  accounted  for  by  the  defection 
of  France  and  Central  Europe,  and  to  a  lesser  extent 
of  the  Scandinavian  markets.  Several  factors  may  be 
adduced  in  explanation  of  this  falling-off  in  European 
consumption,  though  in  what  proportion  these  are 
responsible  it  is  difficult  to  estimate.  Certain  it  is 
that  financial  instability  and  adverse  climatic  conditions 
have  liad  no  small  effect,  particularly  as  Chilean  nitrate 
is  sold  on  the  basis  of  the  £  sterling.  But  perhaps 
the  greatest  obstacle  to  larger  sales  has  been  the  price 
factor,  for  ammonium  sulphate  has,  throughout  the 
period,  been  obtainable  at  much  lower  rates  per  unit  of 
nitrogen  content,  and  in  several  cases  at  prices  actually 
cheaper  on  a  tonnage  basis.  In  the  United  States  the 
shortage  of  ammonium  sulphate  has  helped  the  sales  of 
sodium  nitrate  very  materially,  but  the  success  in  Egypt 
lias  been  gained  by  educational  propaganda  and  Govern- 
ment credit.  Despite  the  larger  consumption  reported, 
firsthand  buying  has  fallen  behind  last  year's  figure,  with 
a  total  of  1,578,000  tons  arranged  for  up  to  the  end  of 
January,  against  1,848,000  tons  at  the  same  date  in  1925. 
If  stocks  are  to  be  maintained  at  the  close  of  the  present 
season  in  the  same  volume  as  at  the  beginning,  and 
consumption  is  to  be  on  a  level  with  last  season,  a  furth-er 
350,000  tons  will  have  to  be  sold  by  the  Association. 
It  is,  however,  late  in  the  season  for  f.a.s.  Chilean  port 
sales  on  such  a  large  scale,  and  there  is  thus  the  prospect 
of  a  slightly  diminished  consumption.  Such  a  set-back 
in  the  face  of  the  growing  appreciation  of  the  value  of 
fertiliser  application  would  probably  stimulate  the  Chilean 
Government  immediately  to  agree  to  a  reduction  in  the 
export  tax,  which  amounts  to  about  £2  12s,  6d.  on  every 
ton,  or  about  40  per  cent,  of  the  actual  production  cost. 
A  Government-appointed  Commission  has  already  recom- 
mended a  cut  of  10s.  per  ton,  and  with  the  economies 
expected  to  result  from  the  establishment  of  the  research 
laboratory  in  Chile,  a  general  reduction  in  price  of  about 
£1  per  ton  may,  perhaps,  be  effected  in  the  schedule 
for  next  season.  At  the  same  time,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  the  Chilean  Government  will  not  surrender  so  impor- 
tant a  proportion  of  the  national  income  unless  a  crisis 
is  imminent.  During  the  current  season  the  rate  of 
output  has  been  well  above  the  level  of  last  year,  the 
pioduction  for  the  seven  months  amounting  to  1,568,000 
tons,  against  l,43O,OC0  tons  in  the  corresponding  period 
of  1924-25,  and  1,228,000  tons  in  1923-24.  Costs  have 
been  heavier  by  about  7s.  6d.  per  ton  as  a  i-esult  of  the 
new  taxes  and  welfare  legislation.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  formation  of  combinations  of  producers  has  tended 
to  reduce  administration  charges,  and  the  serious  labour 
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trouble  encountered  in  the  early  part  of  1925  has 
apparently  subsided.  Nevertheless,  the  industry  is  still 
working  at  half-capacity  under  control  of  the  Producers' 
Association,  and  unless  the  world  consumption  of  nitro- 
genous fertilisers  advances  at  a  greater  x-ate  than  the 
production  of  the  synthetic  compounds,  it  is  unlikely 
that  this  percentage  will  increase  at  the  present  range 
of  prices.  Some  appreciation  of  the  position  may  be 
gained  by  noting  briefly  the  main  developments  in  this 
connection  Output  of  German  synthetic  nitrogen 
increased  to  360,000  tons  in  terms  of  nitrogen  (one  ton 
of  nitrogen  is  equivalent  to  6^  tons  of  sodium  nitrate) 
in  1924-25,  and  the  current  year's  production  is  estimated 
at  over  400,COO  tons,  while  the  approximate  world  total 
is  expected  to' rise  from  455,000  tons  to  over  500,000  tons 
this  year,  excluding  by-product  ammonium  sulphate.  In 
France,  a  yearly  production  of  100,000  tons  of  nitrogen 
is  expected  within  the  next  two  or  three  years,  in  Italy 
37,000  tons,  in  the  United  States  17,000  tons  (apart  from 
the  large  IMuscle  Shoals  Government  plant),  Japan  8.000 
tons,  Spain  7,000  tons,  and  in  the  United  Kingdom  up 
to  60,003  tons  from  the  10,010  tons  now  being  produced. 
Production  is  also  in  progress,  or  is  projected,  in 
Norway,  Sweden,  Poland,  Czechoslovakia,  Switzerland, 
Belgium,  Egypt,  New  Zealand,  Russia,  and  . other  coun- 
tries. Envisaging  the  inevitable  intensive  competition, 
the  Nitrate  Producers'  Association  has  continuously 
increased  its  allocation  for  propaganda  purposes,  £342,000 
being  provided  this  year,  against  £294,000  last  season. 
Despite  considerable  effort,  however,  consumption  in  the 
United  Kingdom  fails  to  improve,  and  this  year  is  lower 
than  ever,  35,500  tons  for  the  seven  months,  compared 
with  37,000  tons  a  year  ago,  and  55,000  tons  before  the 
war. 


Royal  Commission  on  Health  Insurance 
I.  Pharmaceutical  Service 

Perusal  of  the  report  of  t-h©  Royal  Commission  on 
National  Health  Insurance  leaves  one,  somehow,  with  the 
impression  that  the  dTspensing  of  medicines  for  irusureti 
persons  is,  after  all,  an  unimportant  detail  of  a  very  large 
and  intricate  scheme — ^unim:port,ant,  that  is,  from  the  point 
of  view  of  one  surveying  the  whole  scheme  impartially. 
Judged  by  the  refertnoes  to  the  dispensing  eerv.ioe  in  tihe 
report — or  what  it  would  be  better,  perhaps,-  to  call  the 
abtence  of  reference  to  it — ^it  is  la  very  small  item  :  never- 
theless, it  may  be  a  isource  of  saitisfaction  to  every 
tharmaoeutical  Committee  and  to  every  Insurance  chemist 
that  60  little  comment  or  criticism  has  been  piass^ed  upon 
the  woa-k.  This  Royal  Commission  set  out  to  inctuire  into 
the  scheme  of  National  Health  Insurance  and  to  report 
upon  any  alterations,  extensions  or  developments  whicii 
s'hould  be  made.  It  met  for  the  first  time  on  July  17, 
1924;  it  held  forty-five  sittings,  and  did  not  report  until 
March  1,  1926.  It  received  143  statements  :  195  witnesses, 
representing  all  sections  and  phases  of  Insurance  work, 
were  the  subject  of  oral  examinaftion,  and  to  these  wit- 
nesses 24,815  questions  were  addressed.  Yet,  in  the  tuJ. 
the  Commirssion  makes  no  reoommendation  in  the  direction 
of  modifying  in  any  way  the  existing  dispensing  arrange- 
ments ;  it  cannot  suggest  any  improvement  in  the  details 
of  working.  It  passes  no  adverse  criticism  in  any  degree 
upon  the  work  of  over  10,000  chemists  who,  throughout 
the  country,  dispense  nearly  50  million  prescriptions  every 
year  foT  15  million  insured  persons  at  a  cost  of  two  million 
poumd'S.  No  witness  of  any  weight  or  standing  succeeded 
in  convincing  the  Commisision  that  the  present  arrange- 
ments in  any  particular  were  faulty,  extravagant  or 
imnecessary.  Nothing  in  the  recommend  alt  ions  suggests 
that  any  modifications  are  either  desira'ble  or  necessary  in 


the  existing  arrangements,  wlhich  are  designed  to 
secure  : — • 

(1)  Free  choice  of  chemist  by  the  patient ; 

(2)  The  right  of  every  pharmacist  to  undertake  Insurance 
dispensing ; 

(3)  Adequate  disciplinary  control  by  the  Insurance  Com- 
mittee over  the  persons  or  firms  who  contract  to  do  this 
work. 

There  are  in  the  report  several  references  to  the  phairma- 
oeutical  service  under  the  Acts.  Cihief  among  these  is  the 
paragraph  whidh  reaffirms  in  no  uncertain  manner  the 
decision  of  the  framers  of  the  origmal  Act  that  qualified 
chemists  alone  shall  dispense  medicines  for  the  in-sured 
population.  We  repeat  this  week  paragraph  652,  which 
states  : — 

We  have  .  .  .  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  not  desirable 
in  the  interests  of  insured  persons  to  lower  the  standard  of 
qualification  required  for  persons  who  may  .  .  .  dispense 
rnedicines  under  the  Insurance  scheme.  The  evidence  given 
before  us  has  left  no  doubt  in  our  minds  that  the  qualification 
of  the  holders  of  the  Apothecaries'  Assistants'  certificaites  is 
inferior  to  that  of  a  registered  pharmacist. 

With  regard  to  the  wcn-k  of  Phai-maceuiticail  Committees, 
v/e  think  that  the  satisfaiotion  expresseid  in  Paragraph  126 
with_.the  working  of  Panel  Committees  can  be  extended 
to  include  reference  to  the  bodies  represenltative  of 
chemists,  for  it  is  stated  that  the  principle  of  having  in 
each  a-rea  a  representative  feody  of  ('medical)  men  to  whom 
professional  questions  are  referred  and  by  whom  many  of 
the  administrative  problems  are  considered  has  evidently 
been  acceptaible  to  'bot'ih  lay  and  professional  opinion. 
Turning  to  the  matter  of  complaints  affecting  the  conduct 
of  Insurance  chemists,  we  find  these  statements  : — Para- 
graph 385  :  "...  complaints  against  chemists  .  .  .  are 
insignificant  in  num!ber  "  ;  Paragraph  387  :  "  In  London 
about  40  cases  against  chemists  arose  in  the  four  yeare 
1920-1924  "  [ten  cases  a  year  in  London,  where  over  1,000 
Insurance  chemists  cater  for  the  pihannaceutical  needs  of 
I2  million  insured  people].  The  Coventry  Insurance  Com- 
mittee tendered  notable  evidence  on  this  point  (Para- 
graph 68)  :  "  It  is  believed  that  the  dispensing  service  is 
adequate  and  popular — practically  no  complaints  arise." 
And  while  we  might  hesitate  to  repeat  as  evidence  the 
statement  by  the  Retail  Phar-maoists'  Union,  yet  the  fol- 
lowing extract  therefrom  is  put  forward  ^by  the  Commis- 
sion in  S'uppOTt  of  its  claim  regarding  the  value  of  medical 
benefit  and  the  quality  of  the  seiwices  rendered  : — 

Taking  into  consideration  the  enormous  number  of  ore- 
scriptions  dispensed,  and  bearing  in  mind  that  in  no  sense 
is  an  insured  person  obliged  to  go  to  anv  particular  chemist, 
the  number  of  complaints  against  the  chemi-gts'  service  has 
been  almost  negligible.  .  .  .  From  every  point  of  view  the 
arrangements  for  the  supply  of  drugs  and  appliances 
through  chemists  have  been  successful.  .  .  .  Insured  per- 
sons have  benefited  very  greatly  by  the  arrangements  for 
medical  benefit. 

In  paragraphs  72  and  73  the  Commissioneis  effectively 
dispose  of  "  the  suggestion  that  doctors  and  dhem'ists 
deliberaitely  give  to  insured  persons  a  service  inferior  to- 
that  given  to  private  patients.  We  are  glad  to  say  that 
(witli  one  exception)  we  have  found  no  snpport  for  this 
allegation.  Isolated  cases  of  negligence  or  carelessness 
prove  nothing ;  such  occur  in  private  practice.  On  the 
contrary,  there  has  been  a  great  body  of  evidence,  not 
only  from  interested  parties — doctors  and  chemists — but 
from  Approved  Societies  and  representative  bodies  show- 
ing that  no  distinction  is  made.  There  is  no  justification

Export  Buying 

The  present  time  is  well  known  to  export  houses  ae  the 
special  buying  season  for  perfumes  and  toilet  articles,  and 
with  a  view  of  assisting  British  and  foreign  buyers  in 
bringing  their  products  before  C.  d;  D.  subscribers  at 
home  and  abroad  we  have  instituted  inquiries  as  to  novel- 
ties which  are  likely  to  appeal  to  them.  C.  tb  D.  repre- 
sentative's have  examined  the  articles  referred  to  in  the 
following  notes,  in  which  we  have  endeavoured  to  bring 
out  the  chief  buying  points.  The  Publisher  haa  reflected 
the  seasonal  requirements  in  a  special  section  of  the  adver- 
tisement pages  devoted  to  perfumery  and  toilet  articles. 

Perfumers'  Symposium 

On  March  5  members  of  the  Perfumery  Section  of  the

Our  anticipations  were  fully  realised, 
for  such  perfumes  as  Ma  Mie  Annette,  Vocalise  and 
Chyprimmel  wiU  give  distinction  to  the  user,  to  the 
dressing  table,  and  to  the  pharmacy.  For  ladies  who 
would  wish  either  of  these  perfumes  to  dominate  their 
toilet,  Messrs.  Rimmel  have  produced  a  complete  series 
of  preparations  comprising  perfume,  face  powder,  soap, 
bath  salt  crystals,  bath  salt  in  compressed  tablets,  and 
shampoo  powder.  The  colour  scheme  for  each  series  is 
saxe-blue  and  gold,  red  and  gold,  and  green  and  gold 
respectively,  and  the  perfumes  are  packed  in  handsome 
octagonal  ibottles,  that  used  for  the  large  size  of  Ma 
Mie  Annette  being  unique,  having  a  gilt  decorated  glass 
lid  over  the  stopper.  Of  the  other  lines,  the  soap  and 
bath  tablets  of  these  series  call  for  special  mention. 
The  soap,  which  is  of  a  convenient  size  and  shape  for 
handling,  is  tied  with  ribbon  and  packed  three  tablets 
in  a  box,  which  shuts  like  a  drawer  and^  fastens  with 
a  ribbon  and  press  button.  The  bath  tablets  are  prism- 
shaped,  wrapped  in  cellophane  and  packed  in  octagonal 
boxes  with  domed  lids.  Another  series  of  unusual  and 
striking  design  is  the  Fraxi,  while  other  new  lines  include 
Ambrimmel  and  Rapsodie  Orientale,  perfumes  similarly 
packed  to  those  of  the  Vocalise  and  Chyprimmel  series, 
and  Creme  Marimon,  a  liquid  powder  applied  by  means 
of  the  pad  attached  to  the  stopper,  and  which  can  only  be 
removed  by  washing.

The  popu- 
larity of  the  Morny  compact  powder  is  evidenced  by 
the  fact  that  it  is  manufactured  in  four  perfumes  as 
well  as  in  a  complete  range  of  tints  :  here,  again,  each 
detail  of  an  apparently  simple  case  has  been  carefully 
thought  out,  resulting  in  a  toilet  requisite  (2  in.  in 
diameter)  that  is  sure  to  make  its  appeal  to  the  dis- 
criminating user.  A  uniqvie  feature  of  the  Morny 
"  Comoact  "  is  that  it  is  held  in  a  perforated  tray  or 
godct  that  remains  secure  in  any  position  and  is  replace- 
able with  the  utmost  facility  with  a  refill  wheu 
exhausted.  Overseas  buyers  in  search  of  Christmas- 
trade  perfumery  that  will  strike  a  note  of  distinctioa 
will  no  doubt  ' select  from  the  Dore  coffrets,  the  gold 
canvas  embossed  cases  for  which  are  sumptuous  without 
heaviness.  The  small  size  of  these,  retailing  at  from 
15s.  to  16s.,  according  to  the  perfume  chosen,  comprises 
four  items ;  the  large  size  includes  seven  items.  A  bottle 
of  perfume  of  striking  design  is  one  of  the  components 
of  either  size.  A  liberal  trade  discount  is,  we  notice;, 
one  of  the  features  of  Messrs.  Morny's  policy.

both  as  regards  wrapping  and  contents,  as  when^  first 
exported.  The  bath  salt  tablets  are  supplied  perfumed 
with  lavender,  "oriental  poppy  and  eau  de  Cologne. 
Frozen  brilliantine  is  another  new  branch  of  the  com- 
pany's perfumery  business  which  is  meeting  <i  welcome 
demand.  Packed  in  glass  jars  and  neatly  labelled,  this 
line,  which  is  available  with  a  variety  of  perfumes, 
is  eminently  suitable  for  a  good  class  of  business.  The 
novelties  in  perfumery  which  we  inspected  on  the 
occasion  of  a  recent  visit  to  the  works  are  distinctly 
superior  to  much  of  the  stuff  which  is  often  supplied 
under  this  guise.

"  The  master  builder  now  in  charge  "  is  how  the 
"  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Journal  "  summarises  the 
arrival  in  Canada  of  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones  to  control 
the  new  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association.  "  That 
the  edifice  when  completed  will  be  worthy  of  the  man 
and  of  the  cause  it  represents  few  will  doubt  "  is  the 
hope  expressed  as  to  Sir  William's  work. 

We  have  also  received  particulars  of  the  progress  made 
in  the  formation  of  the  Association  since  the  arrival  in 
Montreal  of  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones,  with  a  personal 
note  that  Sir  William  is  happy  in  his  work  and  carrying 
others  with  him  in  his  enthusiasm. 

The  Present  Position 
is  set  out  as  follows  : — 

The  'best  legal  advice  has  been  taken,  and  tlie  Com- 
mittee, after  receiving  the  report  of  the  lawyers,  are 
satisfied  that  what  is  proposed  to  be  done  is  legal. 

Practically  100  per  cent,  of  the  wholesalers  in  the 
drug  business  in  Canada  have  already  joined.  The  com- 
mittee report  that  of  3,195  drug  stores  in  the  Dominion, 
2,732  have  signed  up  and  paid  their  five-dollar 
subscriptions. 

The  Committee  have  been  unable  actually  to  start 
enrolling  manufacturers  until  the  first  two  conditions  of 
legality  and  proof  of  the  fact  that  the  distributors  are 
in  earnest  in  wanting  the  organisation  had  been  fulfilled, 
and  until  the  Committee  were  able,  to  inform  them  as 
to  whether  the  organisation  they  were  asked  to  join 
would  be  in  charge  of  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones. 

Sir  William  returned  to  Canada  on  November  13,  and 
for  several  days  thereafter  the  Committee  were  in  practi- 
cally continuous  sessions,  discussing  matters  which  pre- 
viously had  been  the  subject  of  voluminous  correspond- 
ence and  cables  protracted  because  of  delay  in  com- 
municating between  the  two  continents.  He  returned  to 
England  on  November  20. 

The  draft  rules  and  constitution  have  been  finished, 
as  well  as  the  form  of  undertaking  to  be  given  by 
manufacturers  in  the  application  form.  The  principles 
have  been  agreed  by  counsel.  The  detailed  forms  are 
now  being  submitted  for  approval. 

At  the  Montreal  meeting  the  proposal  was  for  an 
organisation  linking  up  the  work  of  price  maintenance 
in  Great  Britain,  Canada  and  the  United  States.  Repre- 
sentatives from  the  U,S.  were  present  at  that  meeting, 
and  took  back  the  proposal  for  the  considei-ation  of 
their  respective  organisations.  This  has  necessarily  taken 
time,  and  it  was  only  last  month  that  it  became 
clear  that  the  wider  proposal  was  at  present  out  of 
the  question.  On  that  decision  being  made  known  your 
Committee  .proceeded  without  delay  to  see  if  Sir  William's 
services  could  be  secured  for  the  Canadian  organisation 
only.  Sir  William  rushed  out  to  Canada  in  order  that 
he  might  fulfil  his  obligation  to  the  Montreal  drug  meet- 
ing by  seeing  the  organisation  started,  with  himself  in 
charge  if  possible,  or  failing  that  with  someone  else 
appointed.  Arrangements  have  been  concluded  with  Sir 
William  Glyn-Jones  to  take  charge  of  the  work  of  the 
Association,  and  for  this  purpose  to  leave  England  for 
six  months  of  each  year — that  is,  to  spend  alternative 
three  months  in  each  country. 

Doubts  as  to  the  legal  position  have  had  to  be 
settled ;  one  member  of  the  provisional  committee  (Mr. 
Blair,  a  citizen  of  the  United  States)  has  resigned  on 
the  advice  of  his  personal  lawyer,  but  he  has  not 
changed  his  opinion  as  to  the  desirability  of  attaining 
the  objects  for  which  the  Association  was'formed. 

The  Legal  Aspect 

The  Provisional  Committee  have  circulated  a  statement 
on  the  legal  position  of  an  association  combining  for 
the  purpose  of  price  protection.  The  chief  part  of  this 
report  is  as  follows  : — 

Conferences  have  been  held  between  members  of  your 
Committee  and  the  Association's  lawyer,  together  with 
lawyers  who  had  been  asked  by  individuia.1  manufacturers 
to  advise  them  a«  to  their  legal  position.  At  this  conference 
adverse  legal  opinions  which  had  been  circulated  to  the 


trade  were  considered.  In  the  result  the  Committee  were 
advised  :  — 

1.  That  a  combination  operating  in  Canada  to  secure 
reasonable  profits  for  the  distributors  of  Proprietai-y  Articles 
did  not  constitute  in  itself  an  infringement  of  any  law  of 
Canada. 

2.  So  far  as  the  Criminal  Code  is  concerned,  if  the  Associa- 
tion unduly  limited  the  facilities  for  dealing  in  the  Articles, 
■unreasonahlij  enhanced  the  prices,  vnduli/  prevented  or 
lessened  competition,  or  restrained  or  injured  trade  or  com- 
merce in  relation  to  the  Articles  it  controlled,  it  would  'oe 
committing  an  offence.  Before,  however,  a  conviction  for 
infringement  of  that  Act  could  be  obtained,  it  would  have 
to  be  shown  that  the  limitaitions  were  undue  or  unreasonable 
limitations  or  that  restraint  or  injury  to  trade  resulted. 
These,  the  lawyers  ad\'ised,  were  questions  of  fact  to  be 
decided  by  the  circumstances  of  each  case. 

On  the  assumption  that  the  Association  would  not  unduly 
or  unreasonably  do  any  of  these  things,  and  would  not 
restrain  or  injure  trade  in  the  Articles,  the  lawyers  were  of 
opinion  tliat  no  offence  would  be  committed  under  the 
Criminal  Code. 

3.  There  remains  the  Combines  Investigation  Act.  The 
Association  will  commit  an  offence  under  this  Act  if  it 
limits  facilities  for  dealing  in  the  article,  fixes  a  common 
or  retail  sale  price,-  enhances  the  price,  or  prevents  or 
lessens  competition  in  the  sale  of  the  articles  controlled  by 
it,  and  does  these  things  in  such  a  way  as  to  operate  "  to 
the  detriment  of  or  against  the  interests  of  the  public, 
whether  consumers,  producers,  or  others." 

It  is  not  sufficient  to  constitute  the  Association  an  illegal 
combine,  that  it  should  do  the  things  referred  to,  unless  in 
doing  them  it  operates  or  is  likely  to  operate  to  the  detri- 
ment of  or  against  the  interests  of  the  public.  The  Act 
provides  machinery  for  ascertaining  whether  the  combine 
is  operating  to  the  detriment  of  the  public,  namely,  by 
means  of  an  Investigation,  and  if  as  a  result  of  such  an 
Investigation  the  Minister  is  satisfied  that  it  does  so  act, 
he  may  report  the  matter  to  the  authorities  so  that  they 
may  take  proceedings,  and  if  the  Courts  so  decide,  that 
it  was  an  illegal  combine,  those  engaged  in  it  would  be 
liable  to  the  penalties  imposed  by  the  Act. 

Again  the  lawyers  advise  that  it  was  a  question  of  fact 
whether  the  Associatian  would  be  operating  or  likely  to 
operate  to  the  detriment  of  the  Public.  The  Association's 
lawyer  expressed  his  opinion  that  it  on  an  Investigation  it 
was  found  that  the  Association  was  so  acting  and  the  Asso- 
ciation in  that  event  ceased  operations,  there  would  be  little 
lilielihood  of  any  proceedings  being  taken. 

TliP  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  when  the  Association 
starts  operations,  an  Investigation  under  the  Combines  may 
probably  take  place.  But  they  have  nothing,  as  an  Associa- 
tion, to  fear  from  such  an  Investigation,  for  it  is  their 
intention  so  to  conduct  the  affairs  of  the  Association  and  to 
arrange  such  prices  as  will  ena-ble  them  to  show,  as  was 
ihr-  case  at  the  inquiry  in  Great  Britain,  that  so  far  from 
acting  detrimentally  to  the  interests  of  the  public,  th'_'y 
wevp  doing  the  reverse. 

The  foregoing  statement,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Committee, 
faithfully  sets  out  the  risks  which  anyone  joining  the  Asso- 
ciation runs.  But  the  Committee  are  convinced  that 
properly  conducted  the  Association  will  be  able  to  avoid 
these  risk;; 

The  offices  of  the  Provisional  Cominittee  are  at  ijresent 
at  482  St.  Paul's  Street  West,  Montreal.  A  statement 
by  Sir  William,  issued  on  February  20,  concludes  with 
the  following  inspiring  message  :-- 

I  Irave  no  doubt  of  the  idtimate  succc'ss.  I  am  really  here 
doing  this  work  because  I  appreciated  the  confidence  which 
you  and  the  other  two  thousand  seven  hundred  druggists 
who  joined  the  movement  in  the  belief  that  I  would  per- 
sonally take  charge,  placed  in  me,  and  I  will  not  desert  you. 
The  task  is  going  to  be.  in  consequence  of  this  change, 
more  difficult  one  than  it  appeared,  but  because  it  is  difficult, 
and  you  lare  relying  on  me.  I  am  more  than  ever  determined 
to  see  it  through.  Having  made  this  decision,  you  will 
agree  that  I  have  the  right  to  ask  (and  I  am  sure  I  shall 
receive)  every  ounce  of  support  and  influence  you  can  exert 
either  as  an  individual  druggist  or  through  your  organisa- 
tion. 

Manufacturers  are  being  asked  to  join  before  March  15, 
the  date  of  the  meeting  when  the  rules  and  constitution 
will  be  settled  and  the  Cojincil  elected.

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Trade  Report

The  period  of  pranounced  dulness  which  has  charac- 
■  terised  business  in  Mincing  Lane  produce  so  far  this 
year  continues,  and  it  is  dif&cult  to  interest  buyers  at 
the  moment.  Naturally  this  weelc  the  prospect  of  labour 
troubles  has  had  a  deterrent  effect  on  business  gener- 
ally. The  few  changes  in  crude  drugs  include  higher 
prices  for  ergot,  and  holders  of  Matto  Grosso  ipecac- 
uanha are  asking  a  further  advance.

Polish  Ergot 

The  information  given  in  our  Commercial  Compendium 
(C.  D.,  March  6,  p.  356),  to  the  effect  that  Poland  neither 
produees  nor  exports  ergot,  was  supplied  to  us  by  the  Com- 
mercial Department  of  the  Polish  Legation.  We  are  in- 
formed by  a  well-known  Polish  authority  on  medicinal  plants 
indigenous  to  that  country  that  ergot  occurs  in  enormous 
quantities  every  year  in  the  rye.  Poland  produces  annually 
about  4,500,000  tons  of  this  cei-eal.  The  fun.gus  is  particiiilai'ly 
in  evidence  in  Galicia  and  in  the  Nortli-East  provinces, 
Avhere  agriculture  is  on  a  lower  level  than  is  the  case  in 
Posen  or  in  Congress  Poland.  The  ergot  is  separated  from 
the  rye  in  the  mills  and  sold  to  dealers,  by  Avhom  it.  is 
exported,  chiefly  through  Danzig,  and  classed-  as  "  pharma- 
cetitical  herbs."  It  is  impossible  to  state  the  amount 
exported,  as  it  is  not  dealt  Avith  .specifically  in  the  statistics. 
During  pasit  years  large  qu'antities  of  ergot  Avere  sold  by 
J.  Reznikowicz,  Grodno,  and  by  M.  Tarasiejshi,  Swienciany, 
a  large  exporter  of  indigenous  drugs.

Additional '  help  is  always  nec&ssary  during  rush  Jioure, 
The  average  of  47  items,  with  the  necessary  prepara- 
tion of  solutions,  filling  bottles,  etc.,  makes  it  necessary 
to  keep  a  special  dispenser,  whose  services  but  for  Insur- 
ance work  would  not  be  required  ;  and  although  he  could 
possibly  do  another  10  or  20  a  day,  one  cannot  pay  him 
any  less  isalary  on  that  account,  and  his  whole  salary  is 
reasonably  chargeable  to  the  N.H.I,  account.  A  possible 
saving  of  5  per  cent,  on  the  drugs  bougtit  in  large  quan- 
tities is  neutralised  by  the  loss  on  specialities  and  pro- 
prietary tablets  ordered,  and  by  the  loss  on  exchange  of 
useless  bottles  for  nice  clean  8-oz.  tablespoons  when  the 
patient  hais  no  money  available.  'For  the  small  balance 
of  £64  I  have  constantly  to  supervise,  frequently  assist, 
keep  stock,  and  order  correctly,  be  diplomatic  to  patients 
and  doctors,  always  be  at  call  after  hours  and  on  Sundays, 
and  bear  the  mental  strain  of  responsibility  for  any  small 
mistakes  in  calculation  which  may  occur  in  test  prescrip- 
tions, which  are  being  regularly  taken  four  times  a  year.

Sir, — Replying  to  "  Carbon  "  (C .  dj  D.,  February  kO, 
j5  282),  I  venture  to  disagree  with  the  Sitatement  that 
froni  50  to  60  scripts  per  day  cannot  be  dispensed  r>egu- 
larly.  (Perhaps  I  should  qualify  my  remark  by  sayi:ig 
that  "  Carbon  "  may  b«  right  if  the  50  or  60  all  dropped 
in  after  6  p.m.)  A  man  who  could  only  turn  out  30  is  a 
slow  dispenser.  Even  in  the  West  End,  with  careful 
straining,  capping  and  label-trimming,  two  of  as  used  to 
turn  out  bv'tween  80  and  90  a  day.  In  every  district  t^liere 
are  several  "favourite"  scripts  which  crop  ui^  probably 
half  a  dozen  times  each  per  day;  these,  of  course,  are  kept 
ready  by  a.  quick  dispenser,  all  other  common  drugs  are 
in  solution,  labels  are  ready  printed  with  directions  (pro- 
bably not  more  than  half  a  dozen  directions  are  out  of 
the  ordinary  run),  bottles  and  corks  being  also  to  hand. 
I  must  repeat  that  a  man  who  could  not  manage  50  to  £0 
a  day  is  slow.  As  to  "  Carbon's  "  costs  :  Good  corks  cost 
Is.  a  gross  (see  C.  tC;  D.  advertisement  columns) ;  there- 
fore reduce  charges  19s.  Decent  small  dispensing  labels 
may  be  had  at  5s.  per  ICO;  tJierefore  reduce  charges 
another  13s.  Wrapiping  paper  "  free  on  request  ";  there- 
fore reduce  a  further  £2.  Washing  bottles  can 
hardly  be  charged  as  £5,  because  a  certain 
amount  of  time  spent  thus  would  only  be  spent 
by  the  average  errand  boy  in  "  dodging  work." 
Sorting  scripts  is  reduced  considerably  if  separate 
pigeon-holes  or  boxes  are  kept  for  saparate  doctors  and 
each  script  is  stamped  and  detached  from  duplicate  as 
soon  as  dispensed.  The  only  "  grouser  "  I  do  sympathise 
with  is  the  single-handed  chemist  who  ju4t  gets  rather' 
more  N.IT.I.  than  he  can  decently  manage  with  counter 
as  well.  He  is  in  a  position  which  just  does  not  warrant 
the  expense  of  an  assistant,  so  he  pi'obably  either  leads  a 
dog's  life  and  does  not  have  one,  or  eke  is  content  with 
iess  profit  and  gets  help.  Personally,  I  think  N.H.I, 
helps  business;  it  brings  along  the  office  girls,  who  get 
their  powders  and  paints — ^which  too  often  otherwise  aro 
bought  at  the  hairdresser's;  it  brings  mother  along,  who 
otherwise  spends  far  too  long  in  the  grocer's — and  he  takes 
care  that  toilet  soaps  and  patents  are  well  displayed  ;  and 
it  brings  also  men  who  perhaps  never  dream  of  getting 
tlieir  shaving  soaps  and  toilet  goods  except  when  getting 
their  hair  cut  '.—Yours  trulv,

Sir, — I  l;ad  not  intended  to  trouble  you  again  with  my 
\iews  on  dispensing  arithmetic,  but  the  rather  remarkable 
calculations  of  "  Carbon  "  have  impelled  me  to  take  up 
my  pen  once  more.  In  the  first  place,  may  I  .-say  that  I 
agree  with  "  Jay  ]\Iack  "  in  his  suggestion  that  one-fifth 
dispenser's  wages  should  be  charged  against  Insurance 
dispensing  in  addition  to  the  proportion  of  ordinary  over- 
head expenses?  Now  "  Carbon  "  comes  along  with  a  list 
of  expenses  which  liave  already  been  included  in  overhead 
charges,  but  I  am  quite  willing  to  meet  him  and  use  these 
a  second  time.  Our  sum  now  runs  this  way  :  Fees 
received,  £232;  deduct  proportion  overhead,  £74;  propor- 
tion dispensar's  salary  ("Jay  Mack"),  £30;  sundry 
expenses  ("  Ca.rbon  "),  £20;  net  balance,  £112.  Still 
worth  having,  I  think.  I  decline  to  deduct  "  trivial  items 
like  rent  and  taxes  "  a  second  time,  even  to  oblige 
"  Carbon."    If  we  glance  at  his  own  figures  for  a  moment 
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we  find  that  'he  is  dealing  with  .a  £6,000  turno\  er  and  that 
!his  expenses  are  :  Esta'blishinent  charges,  £1,332,  flm 
dispenser's  wages  £145,  iilus  various  enumerated  expenses 
(about),  £28,  jilus  a  "  few  other  items  "  not  s-pecified,  a 
total  of  over  £1,500,  or  more  than  25  per  cent,  of  liis  total 
turnover.  From  this  1  infer  that  his  rent  and  nianage- 
.ment  expenses  are  above  the  .average  and  that  he  makes 
very  little  profit  out  of  any  department  of  his  business.

Sir, — ^'  Carbon's  "  man  is  no  slacker  if  he  does  40  ii 
day!  My  figures  of  50-60  can  only  be  reaclhed  by  having  : 
(1)  A  dispensing  department  arranged  for  work,  instead 
of  show  ;  everything  handy,  instead  of  making  dispeniser 
walk  100  miles  a  week  to  fetch  drugs  ;  (2)  and  one  or  r\xo 
learners  to  write  labels  and  assist  with  pills,  tablets  and 
■dressings.  So  that  if  "  Caiibon's  "  man  has  less  aid  than 
mine,  then  he  i«  a  more  rapid  worker,  and  "  Carbon  "  and 
I  are  both  engaged  in  ''  throwing  out."  We  have  both  a 
long  way  to  go  to  compete  with  the  one  man  and  one  boy 
who  were  dispensing  500  recipes  a  day  in  a  Friendly 
Society  dispensary  (6'.  t£'  D.,  February  7,  1914).  The 
word  "  dispensing  "  is  frequently  overworked,  but  I  sug- 
gest we  stick  to  it  as  ibeing  handier  than  any  other  word, 
and  it  is  quite  evident  to  anyone  who  thinks,  or  has  any- 
thing to  think  with,  that  the  word  "  dispensing  "  is  more 
applicable  to-day  to  N.H.I,  work,  with  its  old-fashioned 
solutions  and  mixtures,  for  the  sake  of  economy,  than  it 
is  to  private  high-class  work,  where  they  have  complained 
for  twenty  years  of  proprietaries,  which  are  not  allowed 
by  N.H.I.,  and  that  the  longer  time  taken  up  by  private 
dispensing  is  mainly  caused  by  the  copying  of  the  recipe. 
Insurance  work  is  done  under  more  onerous  conditions, 
with  more  traps  for  the  unwary,  and  the  patients  are 
more  exacting  because  steeped  in  ignorance  and  trade 
unionisim  and  their  "rights."  Mr.  Hines's  objeetion  will 
vanish  in  time  :  none  of  us  like  scripts  with  "  :R  No.  40  " — 
ill  fact,  few  get  them,  because  doctors  rem-simber  the  name 
of  mixture  better  than  the  number  ;  the  patients  can  read 
it  too  easily  ;  they  look  uipo.n  it  like  the  Army  No.  9  pill 
and  have  no  faith  in  such  scripts.  The  next  B.P.  will,  we 
hofpe.  contain  the  best  of  these  mixtures,  which  will  then 
do  away  with  the  expense  of  these  various  county  books 
with  their  trivial  variations  on  mist,  rhei  co.,  which,  by 
the  by,  has  been  the  special  proprietary  of  at  least  one 
high-class  chemist  for  fifty  years.  "  Carbon's  "  figures 
are  valuable  for  future  arguments  on  N.H.I..  terms,  but 
his  exact  loss  is  debatable,  because  it  all  turns  upon,  and 
is  tied  up  with,  the  other  nine-tenths  of  his  business, 
which  we  cannot  pry  into  too  closely,  and  really  is  not 
material  to  the  point  at  issue.  But  the  solid  fact  emerges, 
just  as  Blackpool  said  about  1914,  that  the  work  does  not 
pay  for  qualified  labour  if  you  have  to  engage  it  specially 
for  the  job.  Nearly  every  business  varies  in  the  risk  from 
N.H.I. .  but  it  seems  to  me  that  where  100  recipes  a  week, 
pays  well,  200  a  week  causes  a  risk,  and  300  a  week  might 
cause  a  smash.  An  equal  increase  in  general  trade  would 
not  cause  any  such.  risk.  Get  all  the  figures  we  can  and 
keep  them  handy  for  the  next  arrangement  with  N.H.I., 
but  do  not  throw  up  the  work  on  .any  account,  for  the 
following  reasons  : — ■ 

10  per  cent. — has  always  been  Oild  men  who  will  one  day 
be  taken  care  of  by  a  pension  at  sixty-five,  without 
medicine  ; 

20  per  cent. — has  always  been  malingering,  which  will  one 
day  have  to  work  without  medicine; 

20  per  cent. — has  been  a  form  of  dole  for  three  years, 
which  even  boneiheaded  John  Bull  won't  put  up  with  for 
ever ;  leaving 

50  per  {ent. — of  fairly  genuine  cases, 
which  during  the  next  five  years  will  be  all  that  we  shall 
have  to  dispense  for,  and  witli  a  chance  of  better  pay  for 
less  work.— Yours,  etc.,  Jay  Mack  (23/2). 

A  Serious  Explosion  with  Potassium 

Sib, — We  were  the  witnesses  of  an  extraordinary  and 
serious  accident  in  the  course  of  an  ordinary  demon- 
stration on  the  properties  of  the  alkali  metals  that  we 
think  it  our  duty  to  inform  the  scientific  public  of 
through  the  medium  of  your  journal.  Mr.  H.  Russell 
Ellis,  headmaster  of  this  school,  was  demonstrating  to  a 


matriculation  class  the  interaction  of  sodium  and  potas- 
sium with  water.  He  had  successfullj^  shown  the  usual 
experiments  with  sodium,  and  turned  to  the  bottle  con- 
taining potassium  in  the  form  of  balls.  Eemai'king  on 
its  appearance,  Mr.  Ellis  proceeded  to  remove  a  piece 
by  means  of  a  penknife,  as  he  had  previously  done  with 
the  sodium.  On  inserting  the  knife  into  the  potassium 
a  violent  explosion  took  place,  shattering  the  bottle  to 
minute  fragments  and  igniting  the  naphtha  which  covered 
the  potassium.  Mr.  Ellis's  face  was  seriously  burned 
and  injured  by  the  ignited  potassium,  and  his  hands 
were  severely  lacerated  by  the  glass,  thus  adding  to 
his  agonies.  He  was  conveyed  to  hospital  and  after- 
wards to  his  home,  where  his  condition  remained  serious, 
If  not  critical,  for  some  days.  Glass  was  found  24  feet 
from  the  seat  of  the  explosion.  Every  precaution  had 
been  taken  by  the  experimenter,  who  is  well  known  as 
a  skilful  practical  chemist.  We  are  unable  to  account 
for  the  occurrence  of  the  explosion  other  than  that  the 
potassium,  which  was  many  years  old,  was  contaminated 
with  potassium  ca.rbonyl,  a  known  explosive  impurity  in 
the  metal  prepared  by  the  old  process  of  distilling  a 
mixture  of  potassium  carbonate  and  carbon.  Our  object 
in  making  known  this  unfortunate  accident  is  to  warn 
science  lecturers  and  others  of  the  danger  attending  the 
use  of  potassium. — Yours,  etc.,

The  Ulster  Government  and  Pharmaceutical 
Chemists 

Sir, — I  believe  the  Ulster  Government  intend  at  their 
next  session  to  revise  the  present  jury  system  by  lower- 
ing the  valuation  under  which  jurors  are  called.  A 
committee  they  appointed  recommended  to  include  phar- 
maceutical chemists  under  certain  conditions,  they  being 
now  exempt ;  and  I  would  like  to  know  what  steps  the 
Presidents  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  North 
Irish  Pharmacists'  Association  intend  to  take  to  main- 
tain their  present  positions.  The  Northern  Government, 
during  the  passing  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act, 
1925,  were  admitted  to  be  considerate  to  any  proposals 
put  before  them. — Yours,  etc..

Insurance  Formulary  Mixtures 

Sir, — "  Xrayser  III,"  in  his  comments  on  Mr.  F.  G. 
Hine-s's  letter  {C.  A  D.,  February  27,  p.  301),  says  that 
chemists  will  have  to  fall  into  line  and  keep  these 
mixtures  in  concentrated  form  ready  for  dilution  with 
water.  I  do  not  know  what  may  be  the  case  in  the 
North,  but  other  Insurance  Committees  are  reminding 
panel  pharmacists  that,  now  they  are  paid  the  same  fee 
on  all  mixtures,  whether  formulary  or  not,  they  have 
no  business  to  keep  stock  mixtures  of  any  sort,  and 
that  each  one  should  be  compounded  extemporaneously — 
another  instance  in  which  the  pharmacist  comes  oft'  second 
best.  The  formulary  idea  goes  behind  the  original  inten- 
tion of  the  Act,  which  was  to  give  the  insured  person 
the  medicine  he  requires  for  his  personal  complaint,  and 
not  a  mixture  so  arranged  as  to  be  more  or  less  suitable 
for  the  ailment,  regardless  of  the  person.  This  is  one 
of  the  biggest  arguments  the  doctors  b^'ing  against  the 
sale  of  patent  medicines,  and  yet  they  are  willing  to 
accept  the  same  principle  when  it  suits  their  own 
convenience.  Why  should  not  each  insured  person  have 
individual  treatment  ?  Was  not  one  of  the  primary 
objects  of  the  Insurance  Act  to  do  away  with  the  old 
evils  of  club  practice?  Insurance  medicine  has 
degenerated  considerably  since  the  inception  of  the  Act, 
not  in  the  matter  of  quality  (the  inspectors  under  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  see  to  that),  but  by  the 
introduction  of  formulary  mixtures,  the  cutting  out  of 
flq.  dest.,  the  use  of  emuls.  chlorof.,  and  smiilar  con- 
centrated preparations,  all  due  to  the  Government  cry 
for  economy,  while  all  the  time  there  are  many  items 
of  expenditure  which  could  be  well  cut  down  without 
depriving  insured  persons  of  what,  after  all,  are  only 
the  things  they  have  paid  for. — Yours  truly,

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Legal  Queries 

A.  H.  J.  (25/2).— The  liability  of  the  influenza  powders 
to  medicine-stamp  duty  depends  upon  the  composition, 
regarding  which  you  give  no  details. 

Nemo  (2/3). — An  unqualified  person  cannot  contract 
with  an  Insurance  Committee  for  dispensing  medicines  to 
insured  persons  receiving  Medical  Benefit  under  tht! 
National  Insurance  Acts. 

/.  O.  (2/3). — ^(1)  The  strength  of  opium  in  any  solution, 
to  be  outside  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  must  be  below 
2  per  cent.,  or  8.75  gr.  per  oz.  (see  C.  <fc  D.  Poisons 
Card,  No.  4).  (2)  In  Ireland  it  is  the  "  article  " — that  is, 
the  container — that  must  be  labelled  "  Poison." 

TF.  E.  H.  (3/3).— Section  4  (1)  of  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  and  Poisons  (Amendment)  Act,  1923,  exempts 
from  entry  poisons  covered  by  Section  17  of  the  Phar- 
iflacy  Act,  1868,  ordered  in  Insurance  prescriptions. 
This  does  not,  however,  affect  the  conditions  applicable 
to  "  dangerous  "  drugs. 

/.  A.  N.  (24/2). — If  a  traveller,  who  uses  a  motor-car, 
calls  upon  a  chemist  arid  secures  an  order  upon  a  sample, 
is  he  entitled  to  execute  the  order  by  supplying  goods 
from  a  stock  kept  in  the  car  if  he  does  not  hold  a  hawker's 
licence?  [Travellers  who  sell  goods  only  to  retailers  for 
re-sale  do  not  require  hawkers'  licences.] 

//.  G.  n.  (6/3).— The  use  of  the  title  "chemist"  by 
an  unqualified  person  in  partnership  with  a  qualified 
person  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of  poisons  is  not 
permitted.  The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908,  pro- 
vides a  ready  method  of  carrying-  on  the  business  of  a 
chemist  and  druggist  by  unqualified  persons.  This  was 
fully  explained  in  a  special  treatise  in  the  C.  <L-  D.  Diary, 
1924. 

Eurelca  (2/3). — (1)  Some  local  authorities  have  power 
to  require  licences  for  massage  establishments.  It  will  be 
necessary  for  you  to  make  inquiries  of  the  local  council. 
(2)  Unattached  dispensaries  require  for  the  purposes  of 
the  Dangeious  Drugs  Act  a  limited  licence  from  the  Home 
Office.  This  is  needed  even  if  a  registered  chemist  is  in 
charge.  (3)  Dispensaries  are  not  on  the  same  basis 
as  hospitals. 

D.  H.  (5/3). — The  sale  of  depilatories  containing  barium- 
sulphide  is  governed  by  the  Pharmacy  Acts.  Thiss 
articles  must  be  labelled  "  Poison,"  and  can  only  be  sold 
by  registered  chemists.  Tlie  depilatory  must  also  state  on 
tlie  label  the  proportion  of  tlie  poison  it  contains.  In  the 
caise  of  a  depilatory  mad©  from  the  formula  you  S3nd  it 
should  be  labelled  "  Contains  10  per  cent,  of  barium 
sulphids. — Poison. ' ' 

B.  H.  (2/3). — A  strip  of  sandpaper  attached  to  a  bottle 
would  certainly  make  it  "  distinguishable  by  touch," 
though  the  method  is  not  entirely  a  satisfactory  method 
owing  to  danger  of  paper  peeling  off.  The  method  would 
appear  to  cover  the  requirements  of  the  poison  stoi-iug 
regulations  as  an  alternative  to  storing  in  clipboards. 
Patent  articles  should,  however,  in  our  opinion,  be  stored 
in  a  special  cupboard. 

W .  W .  (25/2). — Arsenic,  arsenit^s,  and  ar&eiiiates,  and 
all  other  colourless  preparations  of  arsenic  are  within  the 
Arsenic  Act,  and  isubject  to  the  limitations  there  defined 
unless  they  form  part  of  the  ingredients  in  any  medicine, 
sales  by  wholesale  to  retail  dealers,  or  are  sold  un- 
coloured  for  other  purposes  than  use  in  agriculture  on 
the  statement  Uy  tlie  purchaser  thati  colouring  would 
render  them  unfit  for  use.  Arsenate  of  lead  must  be 
coloured  before  it  is  sold  to  a  user  or  consumer. 

H.  S.  T.  (26/2). — The  exemption  in  favour  of  a 
diemist's  widow  in  Sec.  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act  1868 
states:  "And  upon  the  decease  of  any  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  actually  in  business  at 
the  time  of  his  death,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  executor, 
administrator,  or  trustee  of  the  estate  of  such  ...  to 
continue  such  business  if  and  so  long  only  as  such  business 
shall  be  bimd-fide  conducted  by  a  duly  qualified  assistant," 
etc.  From  this  it  appears  that  there  is  no  limit  imposed, 
but  that  the  business  can  be  carried  on  until  the  estate  is 
wound  up. 


.7.  //.  (18/2). — The  only  statement  in  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  requiring  tlie  address  of  the  purchaser  of  a  poison 
is  in  Schedule  F  attached  to  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
referring  to  Part  I  poisons.  The  requirement  of  the 
address  was  added  by  the  Amending  Act  1869.  It  Is 
generally  interpreted  as  applying  to  the  sale  of  any 
Part  1  poison,  even  if  in  the  form  of  a  prescription. 
Whether  it  is  a  defined  legal  requirement  in  such  a  casfl 
is  doubtful.  It  is,  however,  a  moral  obligation  to  enter 
this,  and  an  advantage  from  many  points  of  view. 

B.  ct  G.  (15/2). — We  presume  you  are  referring  to 
National  Health  Insurance  prescriptions.  Medical  men 
are  not  now  required  to  send  duplicates  of  Insurance  pre- 
scriptions. In  the  case  of  a  prescription  ordering 
"dangerous"  drugs,  it  in.ust  either  be  entered  in  the 
Dangerous  Drugs  Act  Register  or  in  the  prescription- 
book,  with  a  cross  reference  made  in  the  Dangerous 
Drugs  Act  Register.  The  prescription  is  sent  to  the 
Pricing  Bureau,  and  will  be  kept  for  the  requisite  period. 
In  case  of  other  Insurance  prescriptions  containing 
scheduled  poison,  no  entry  need  be  made  in  the  prescrip- 
tion-book. 

A.  F.  (19/2). — The  interpretation  referred  to  of  the 
sale  of  poisons  in  Part  I  covers  sales  by  wholesalers  to 
retail  dealers  (qualified  chemists).  The  other  provision 
is  for  medical  men,  etc.  Other  persons  needing  Part  I 
poisons  were  apparently  forgotten  in  the  section,  and  the 
definition  of  wholesale  dealing  put  forward  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  in  1925  witli  the  intention  of  regu- 
larising the  sales  was  rejected  by  the  Home  Office.  So 
far  as  Part  II  poi-sons  are  concerned,  tliere  is  no  restric- 
tion on  wholesale  dealing  so  long  as  the  Labelling  Order 
is  complied  with.  The  restrictions  for  Part  II  poisons 
cover  "  keeping  open  shop  for  the  sale  of,"  etc. 

A.  A.  B.  (2/3)  has  held  a  position  as  manager  for  si\ 
and  a  half  years.  Through  no  fault  of  his  own,  he  has 
been  given  a  month's  notice  terminating  the  engagement. 
The  business  changed  hands  eighteen  months  ago  and 
ten  months  later  "  A.  A.  B."  hail  his  usual  fortnight's 
holiday.  Is  he  entitled  to  payment  lor  any  portion  of 
tTij  lio;id_a.y  which  he  will  lose  during  the  current  year'/ 
[Assuming  that  the  agreement  makes  no  special  pro- 
vision as  to  its  termination,  A.  A.  B."'is  entitled  to 
recei%  e  "reasonable"  notice,  wliich,  according  to  the 
custom  of  the  trade,  is  at  least  one  month.  He  is  not 
entitled  to  auy  payment  on  account  of  his  holiday  unless 
the  agreement  so  provides.] 

P.  S.  (6/3). — Hutchinson's  pill,  which  is  equal  parts 
of  hyd.  c.  cret.  and  pulv.  ipec.  co.,  B.P.C.,  with 
excipieiit,  is  exempt  from  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts. 
Pulv.  ipec.  CO.,  B.P.,  is  ahso  exempt.  The  Home 
Office  hold  that  the  exemption  applies  only  to  the  pre- 
paration per  se,  though  tab.  hyd.  c.  cret.  et  ipec.  co. 
is  regarded  as  coming  within  the  exemption.  We  con- 
sider tliat  this  admission  vitiates  their  argument,  as  the 
tablet  cannot  be  the  pill,  as  it  contains  no  glucose.  The 
rule  appears,  however,  in  the  case  you  put  of  a  prescrip- 
tion for  pulv.  ipecac,  co.  gr.  iv.,  hydrarg.  c.  creta.  gr.  j., 
to  treat  it  as  within  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Acts,  on  the 
basis  that  it  is  pulv.  ipec.  co.,  to  which  a  small  propor- 
tion of  another  medicament  is  added. 

F.  W.  H.  (1/3)  asks  :  (1)  What  constitutes  a  certified  copy 
of  reports  and  accounts  to  comply  with  income-tax  require- 
ments, and  can  the  Inspector  of  Taxes  demand  one? 
(2)  Has  the  Inspector  power  to  compel  a  trader  to  have 
his  books  audited  ?  (3)  How  many  years  can  an  Inspector 
of  Taxes  go  back  for  the  purpose  of  assessing  income-tax? 
[A  certified  copy  of  accounts  from  the  point  cf  view  of 
income-tax  has  no  specific  meaning.  In  all  probability 
it  is  intended  to  mean  a  copy  of  accounts  certified  to  be 
accurate  by  an  accountant.  The  inspector  has  no  power 
to  compel  production  of  one.  (2)  No.  The  position  is 
merely  this,  that  if  the  Incpector  is  not  satisfied  wath 
the  return  made,  he  cannot  call  for  the  production  of  any 
books,  but  he  may  disregard  the  return  made,  and  assess 
the  trader  at  a  figure  which  he  tliinks  reasonable.  If  the 
trader  objects  to  this  assessment  he  may  appeal  to  the 
Commissioiiirs,  who  can  call  for  accounts,  and  if  these 
are  not  satisfactory,  the  Commissioners  may  confirm  the 
Inspector's  assessment.  (3)  Six  years  provided  the  income 
tax  chargeable  is  not  for  any  year  prior  to  1920-21.]

— 'So  far  as  we  are  aware,  there  is  no 
standard  formula  for  mist,  expect,  stimulans,  although 
the  name  is  sometimes  applied  to  a  mixture  containing 
amm.  car'b.  and  liq.  amm.  acet. 

J.  H.  C.  (16/2). — Phabmaceittical  preliminary. — The 
College  of  Preceptors  junior  examination  i,^  accepted  by 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  untiP  February  1,  1927. 

Nemo  (18,^2) — Erythrol  tetranitrate  is  used  in  place 
of  nitroglycerin  in  angina  pectoris.  Tablets  are  made 
with  chocolate  base  containing  from  gr.  ^  to  gr.  j.,  those 
of  gr.  ss.  being  generally  employed. 

H.  M.  (£■  C.  (19/2) — Silk  dyeing  is  dealt  with  in  books 
on  dyeing.  There  is  a  good  account  of  the  various  pro- 
cesses ill  Thorpe's  "  Dictionary  of  Applied  Chemistry," 
Vol.  II.  which  forms  a  suitable  introduction  to  the 
subject. 

11'.  E.  G.  (20/2). — Formulas  for  "  known,  admitted  and 
approved  "  remedies  will  be  received  in  September  and 
October  for  inclusion  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  Diary, 
1927.  A  notice  of  the  time  will  be  published  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist. 

F.  A.  L.  (20/2) — Hair  fixer. — These  are  now  gener- 
ally made  to  contain  a  small  proportion  of  oil  to  overcome 
the  matt  appearance  which  the  mucilage  of  tragacanth 
imparts  to  the  hair. 

V.  V.  (20/2). — The  colour  of  red  rubber  cannot  be 
changed  by  dyeing  as  it  is  incorporated  with  the  rubber 
before  vulcanising.  Paint  might  be  used  if  suitable  for 
the  purpose  for  which  the  rubber  is  to  be  employed. 

Secretary  (20/2). — (1)  There  is  no"  minimum  age  for 
candidates  entering  for  Part  I  or  Preliminary  Scientific 
examination  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  ;  (2)  the 
subjects  of  the  examination  are  botany,  physics  and 
chemistry.      See  Educational  Number,  August  22,  1925. 

T.  F.  B.  (20/ 2) ^Preparation  of  tobacco.— The  fer- 
mentation process  of  preparing  tobacco  is  the  key  to  the 
production  of  flavour  in  the  finished  article.  A  good 
account  of  the  preparation  and  manufacture  of  tobacco  is 
ffiven  in  British  South  Africa  '  Co.'s  "  Culture  of 
Tobacco,"  but  you  should  be  able  to  .get  the  information 
you  desire  from  your  Department  of  Agriculture. 

J,  D.  (21/2). — Some  photographic  solutions  might  affect 
copper  developing  dishes.  It  is  better  to  coat  the  dishes 
with  Brunswick  black. 

B.  H.  rf'  Co.  (22/2).— Nauheim  baths.— The  patent 
which  covered  the  use  of  fused  sodium  bisulphate  and 
dry  sodium  bicar'bonate  for  Nauheim  baths  has  long  since 
expired. 

F.  L.  (22/2). — The  medical  work  3-ou  mention  is  twenty 
years  old.  Harmsworth's  "  Home  Doctor,"  which  began 
publication  in  .November  1924,  will  suit  for  your 
requirements. 

//.  N.  H.  (22/2).— We  do  not  know  what  is  meant  by 
"  Italian  blue  "  for  the  iiair,  but  a  solution  of  aniline 
hlue  is  often  used  to  neutralise  the  yellow  colour  of  hair 
that  has  not  turned  completely  white.  This  may  be  a 
clue  to  your  customer's  requirements. 

2?.  S.  M.  (22/2). — Furniture  avorms. — The  powdered 
wood  in  the  borings  made  by  furniture  w^orms  repels 
solutions  and  often  prevents  liquid  from  reaching  the 
worm.  Prolonged  soaking  in  paraffin  and  then  filling  the 
holes  with  beeswax  and  turpentine  paste  is  probably  the 
best  treatment. 


/.  R.  ir.  (22/2)— Toothache  essence.— See  C.  6b  D  , 
December  26,  1925,  p.  922. 

./.  T.  E.  (23/2). — Advertising  Insurance  dispensing. 
—There  is  nothing  in  the  Insurance  Acts  or  Eegulations 
to  prevent  the  distribution  of  the  advertising  leaflet  you 
send.  The  matter  should  perhaps  be  governed  more'  by 
questions  of  expediency.  The  Retail  Pharmacdsts'  Unioii 
strongly  deprecate — and  rightly— any  advertisement  being 
affixed  to  a  container  or  printed  on  the  label  for  medicines, 
etc.,  dispensed  for  insured  persons.  On  the  other  hand, 
the  Medical  Benefit  Regulations  require  an  Insurance 
■chemist  to  advertise — by  a  notice  on  the  premises — ^the 
fact  that  he  does  undertake  Insurance  dispeusmg.  It  is  a 
common  tiring  to  see  illuminated  and  other  signs  on  the 
front  of  a  pharmacy  to  the  same  effect.  To  carry  the 
matiter  further,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  good  reason 
why  a  handbill  which  merely  repeats  the  same  information 
should  not  be  distributed.  It  is  possible,  however,  that 
local  circumstances  may  make  it  inexpedient  to  do  so,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  it  would  be  advisaWe  to  consult  the 
secretary  of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

F.  S.  W.  (24/2).— IMecca  balsam.— True  balm  of  Gilead 
(the  "  balm  "  of  the  Scriptm-es)  is  also  known  as  Mecca 
balsam.  It  is  obtained  from  Commiphora  Ojwbatsamvm, 
also  know^n  as  Balsamca  Meccaricnsis  and  -imyris  Gila- 
de?)si.s.  We  cannot  find  that  benzoin  is  also  known  as 
balm  of  Mecca,  but  the  two  substances  resemble  each  other 
in  their  consistence  and  sweet  savour. 

W.  G.  (25/2).— Bay  rum.— See  C.  tt- .,  August  22,  1925, 
p.  288.  SiCK-EOOM  spiRiT.7=-See  C.  d:  D.  Diary,  1926, 
p.  277. 

-S^.  G.  T.  (25/2).— Toothache-jelly  "  P.F.  1  "  is  phenol 
1,  collodion  4.  "  P.F.  2  "  is  phenol  1,  collodion  2, 
coloured  red.  Other  formulas,  "  P.F."  3,  4,  5  and  6  call 
for  equal  parts  of  phenol  and  collodion,  3  and  6  being 
coloured  red.  None  of  these  preparations  is  a  scheduled 
poison. 

S,  H .  (26/2). — We  are  not  able  to  advise  you  usefully 
regarding  the  removal  of  the  stain  from  a  leather  bag 
upon  the  particulars  you  give. 

B.  Tr.  (25/2). — Bath  crystals  are  perfumed  by  adding 
to  the  crystals  a  solution  of  an  essential  oil  or  synthetic 
perfume  product.  Examples  of  the  former  are  neroli, 
lavender  and  lemongrass  oils,  and  of  the  latter  ionone 
and  bornyl  acetate  (for  pine  crystals).  The  proportion 
depends  upon  the  effect  desired. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago 

Reprinted  from 
"The  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  March  15,  1876 

Saffron 

The  saffron  crocus  was  most  probably  introduced  into  this 
country  by  the  Romans,  from  their  known  attachment  to 
this  medicine,  and  the  culture  of  it  was  discontinued  on 
their  leaving.  The  earliest  accounts  we  have  of  its  being 
cultivated  in  England  mention  that  it  was  grown  near  a 
Roman  road  running  through  Essex.  It  is  commonly  said 
that  saffron  was  again  brought  to  England  in  the  time  A 
Edward  III.  and  that  Sir  Thomas  Smith  introduced  it  into 
•the  neig^hbourhood  of  Walden.  AVe  find  that  the  corpora- 
tion of  Waldon  bears  three  saft'ron  plants  in  their  arms. 
Their  charter  was  granted  in  the  third  year  of  Edward  VI, 
when  it  ^\  as  most  probable  their  arms  were  also  given ;  and 
from  this  circumstance  it  may  be  presumed  that  the  town, 
now  called  Saffi-on  Walden,  was  then  famous  for  the  culti- 
vation of  this  plant.  Tusser,  who  resided  in  Essex  in  the 
reigns  of  Mary  and  Elizabeth,  notices  it  in  his  "Five 
Hundred  Points  of  Good  Husbandry."  as  if  it  were  planted 
by  farmers  in  general  as  a  part  of  their  produce  to  be 
furnished  to  their  landlords.  During  the  Middle  Ages,  when 
saffron  was  an  important  article  in  husbandry,  the  sevea-est 
enactments  were  not  only  made,  but  were  actually  ca.riiied 
into  effect,  against  those  who  were  guilty  of  sopliisitioaitiing 
saffron,  or  even  of  possessing  the  article  in  an  adulterated 
state.  Thus,  at  Pisa  in  a.d.  1305,  the  fiindncarii,  or  keepers 
of  tlie  public  warehouses,  were  required  by  oath  and  heavy 
penalties  to  denounce  the  owners  of  any  falsified  saffron 
consigned  to  their  custody.  The  Pepperers  of  London,  about 
the  same  period,  were  also  held  responsible  to  check  dis- 
honest tampering  with  saffron. 
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[Commenced  C.  <&  D.,  July  5,  1924] 

Esmarch's  Bandage. — This  is  a  rubber  bandage,  which 
is  wound  tightly  about  a  Hmb  from  the  periphery 
towardis  the  centre  of  the  body,  in  order  to  exsanguinate 
the  member  and  so  offer  a  bloodless  field  for  operation, 
the  return  of  the  blood  after  removal  of  the  bandage 
being  prevented  by  a  ligature.  Esmarch'is  name  is  also 
associated  with  the  triangular  bandage,  which  was  recom- 
mended by  Mayor,  of  Lausanne,  in  1832,  but  its  many 
advantages  were  not  appreciated  until  reintroduced  by 
the  great  German  military  surgeon.  The  bandage  con- 
sists of  a  piece  of  linen  or  calico  thirty-six  to  forty 
inches  squa:re  cut  diagonally,  thuis  forming  two  bandages. 
They  are  obtainable  in  two  forms,  plain  and  pi'inted,  the 
latter  having  figures  illustrating  some  of  the  methods  of 
applying  the  bandage  in  first-aid  work,  for  which  it  is 
largely  used.  Dr.  J.  F.  A.  von  Esmarch,  who  was  a 
native  of  Schleswig-Holstein,  achieved  a  high  reputation 
as  a  surgeon  and  as  a  teacher.  He  was  a  professor  of 
Kiel  "University.  His  professional  work  lay  largely  in 
the  domain  of  military  surgery,  and  he  rendered  great 
services  in  the  wars  of  1864,  1866  and  1870. 

Essences,  Spirituous.— Essences,  which  for  revenue 
purposes  are  included  under  the  word  "  tinctures," 
usually  consist  of  essential  oils  dissolved  in  spirits.  The 
oils  may  be  derived  naturally  from  plants  or  they  may 
be  synthetic  products.  Where  these  products  involve 
the  use  of  ethyl  or  methyl  alcohol  the  spirits  used  :n 
their  preparation  must  be  duty-paid  unless  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Customs  and  Excise  allow  the  use  of  duty- 
free spirits.  These  flavouring  essences  are  commonly 
used  in  cooking,  in  making  confectionei'y,  for  flavouring 
mineral  waters,  etc.,  and  they  may  be  manufactured  and 
sold  without  licence.  If,  however,  it  is  desired  to  export 
them  and  obtain  repayment  of  the  duty  paid  on  the 
spirits  used  in  their  preparation,  this  can  only  be  done 
by  a  person  who  holds  a  rectifier's  or  compounder's 
licence,  and  subject  to  regulations,  the  chief  of  which 
are  :  ^'The  person  desiring  to  export  must  give  twelve 
hours'  notice  on  an  official  form  of  his  intention  to 
export,  and  must  produce  the  goods  for  examination  to 
the  proper  officer  of  Customs  and  Excise.  He  must 
at  the  same  time  deliver  a  declaration  in  the  prescribed 
form  (a)  that  the  essences  have  been  compounded  from 
spirits  on  whicli  duty  has  been  paid,  and  do  not  contain 
any  methylated  spirits  or  any  mixture  of  methylated 
spirits  with  any  other  substance,  or  any  wine,  sweets, 
or  other  fermented  liquor;  and  (h)  stating  the  proportions 
of  isopropyl,  propyl,  or  other  similar  alcohols  (if  any) 
contained  in  the  essences.  The  quantity  of  essences 
exported  at  any  time  must  not,  unless  with  the  special 
permission  of  the  Commissioners  and  subject  to  special 
conditions,  be  less  than  two  bulk  gallons,  and  they  are 
required  to  be  contained  (1)  in  bottles  or  metal  canisters 
packed  in  cases,  each  case  containing  not  less  than  one 
bulk  gallon,  or  (2)  in  jars  covered  with  wickerwork,  or 
in  iron  drums,  each  containing  not  less  than  two,  and 
not  more  than  ten,  bulk  gallons.  They  may,  however, 
be  sent  by  parcel  post  in  bottles  or  in  metal  canisters, 
packed  in  postal  parcels,  each  containing  not  less  than 
0.125  of  a  bulk  gallon.  Drawback  is  paid  on  the  proof 
quantity  of  the  essences  certified  to  he  exported,  plus 
an  addition  of  three  per  cent,  to  cover  the  waste  pre- 
sumed to  have  occurred  in  the  preparation  for  export 
of  the  goods. 

Estoppel. — In  certain  circumstances,  a  person  who 
has  made  a  conclusive  admission  that  a  particular  state 
of  affairs  exists  is  afterwards  debarred  from  denying 
its  existence.    This  is  known  to  the  law  as  the  doctrine 


of  estoppel,  and  the  party  concerned  is  said  to  bo 
"  estopped  "  from  repudiating  what  he  previously 
acknowledged  to  be  the  case.  Estoppel  is  created  either 
by  matter  of  record,  by  deed,  or  in  pais.  An  example 
of  the  first  kind  of  estoppel  arises  where  judgment  in 
an  action  has  been  obtained  against  a  person.  He  may 
not  afterwards  dispute  the  validity  of  that  judgment. 
Estoppel  by  deed  prevents  a  person  who  signs  a  deed 
from  alleging  afterwards  that  the  contents  of  the  deed 
are  incorrect.  Other  kinds  of  estoppel,  where  the 
admission  is  implied  or  expressed  by  words  or  conduct, 
are  .said  to  be  in  jmis.  For  instance,  the  acceptor  of 
a  bill  of  exchange  cannot  afterwards  question  the 
validity  of  the  drawer's  handwriting.  Similarly,  a 
person  who  has  held  out  another  as  his 
agent,  with  the  result  that  a  third  party  has 
relied  upon  the  agent's  supposed  authority,  cannot  repu- 
diate the  existence  of  the  agency.  A  partner  who  has 
retired  from  a  firm  without  giving  notice  of  his  retire- 
ment may  be  held  liable  to  a  person  who  has  given 
credit  to  the  firm  upon  the  assumption  that  he  is  still 
a  partner.  In  that  event  the  late  partner  is  estopped 
from  denying  that  he  is  still  a  partner. 

Ether. — This  is  a  scheduled  poison  in  Ireland.  It  was 
added  to  the  schedule  of  the  Sale  of  Poisons  Act  in  1890, 
with  a  view  of  counteracting  the  habit  of  ether  drinking, 
whicli  at  that,  time  had  become  prevalent  in  Ireland. 
Ether  is  in  Part  II  of  the  Schedule  in  the  Irish  Free 
State,  but  in  Part  I  in  Northern  Ireland. 

Ether,  or  ethyl  oxide,  C.H^.O.C.H,,  is  obtained  by 
dehydrating  alcohol  with  sulphuric  acid,  and  hence  is 
also  known  as  sulphuric  ether.  Industrial  alcohol  is  vsed 
in  the  manufacture  of  the  ether  of  commerce.  The 
different  varieties,  a;ther  purificatus,  tether  B.P.  (.720), 
sethev  meth.  (.717),  and  solvent  ether  (.730),  represent 
different  states  of  purification  and  dehydration  of  ethar 
made  from  methylated  spirit  known  in  its  purer  form 
of  industrial  alcohol.  A  small  amount  of  anjesthetic 
ether  is  still  made  from  duty-paid  rectified  to  meet  a 
small  demand  based  on  old-fashioned  ideas  of  purity, 
and  as  regards  which  the  high  price  is  not  a  deterrent. 
Modern  methods  of  washing  and  rectification  of  ether 
make  the  product  from  industrial  spirit  quite  as  pure  as 
that  from  rectified  spirit.  Pure  ether  is  a  colourless 
mobile  liquid  with  a  sweet,  burning  taste  and  a  distinc- 
tive odour.  It  boiliS  at  35°  C,  and  has  a  specific 
gravity  of  0.722  at  15°  C.  Ordinary  ether  contains  water 
and  alcohol,  the  latter  acting  aiS  a  preservative  by  hinder- 
ing oxidation  {see  below).  Ether  is  an  excellent  solvent 
for  oils,  fats,  resins,  alkaloids,  and  most  vegetable 
principles  and  perfumery  products.  Owing  to  its  low 
boiling  point,  ether  is  a  dangerous  liquid,  because  of 
the  inflaimnable  heavy  vapour  which  also  forms  an 
explosive  mixture  with  air.  Fires  and  serious  accidents 
have  occurred  as  the  result  of  ether  vapour  creeping 
along  a  bench  or  floor  to  a  flame.  The  medicinal  and 
commercial  varieties  of  ether  are  adapted  to  definite 
uses  and  differ  in  the  amount  of  impurities  they  contain, 
chiefly  alcohol,  water,  and  methyl-ethers.  Jithcr  puri- 
ficatus B.P.  (sp.  gr.  0.720),  intended  for  ana?sthetic 
purposes,  must  respond  to  tests  for  freedom  from 
peroxides  and  from  methyl  compounds.  Ether  intended 
for  use  as  an  anajsthetic  should  be  stored  in  small 
amber  bottles  and  kept  in  the  dark,  as  light  is  the 
cause  of  the  formation  of  the  peroxides  producing  un- 
desirable after-effects  in  ether  anesthesia.  Ether  in 
partially  filled  containers  is  not  suitable  for  anajsthetic 
purposes  if  these  have  been  opened  for  more  than 
twenty-four  hours.  .Htlicr  B.P.  (sp.  gr.  0.720)  boils 
from  34°  to  36°  C,  corresponding  to  comparatively  pure 
ether.  Commercial  solvent  ether  (.sp.  gv.  0.735)  contains 
92  per  cent,  or  more  of  ether,  with  alcohol  and  water 
comprising  almost  all  the  remaining  impurities.  Photo- 
(jropluc  ether  (sp.  gr.  0.725),  for  making  collodion,  con- 
tains less  water.  Ether,  meth.,  or  methylated  ether  (sp. 
gr.  0.717  to  0.719),  contains  a  little  of  the  more  volatile 
methyl  ethers,  and  owing  to  its  lower  boiling  point  it 
is  well  adapted  for  use  in  producing  local  anaesthesia 
by  spraying.  The  medicinal  uses  of  ether  other  than- 
as  an  an?esthetic  are  limited  to  administration  in  gelatin 
perles  (containing  3  or  5  minims)  as  a  carminative,  or 
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hypodermically  to  prevent  collapse.  It  is,  however, 
frequently  prescribed  in  the  form  of  sp.  Eetheris  or  sp. 
setheris  co.,  B.P.  1898  (also  known  as  Hoffmann's 
anodyne). 

Ether  Anaesthesia. — Ether  is  a  weaker  anaesthetic  than 
chloroform,  the  concentration  of  ether  necessary  to 
induce  ansesthesia  heing  about  6  per  cent,  by  volume 
of  the  inspired  air,  which,  as  ether  vapour  is  two  and 
a-half  times  heavier  than  air,  is  15  per  cent,  by  weight. 
The  high  concentration  of  ether  renders  closed  (mask) 
methods  of  administration  necessary,  and  as  the  patient 
is  liable  to  suffer  from  lack  of  oxygen  long-continued 
ether  anaesthesia  is  dangerous  unless  oxygen  is  also 
given.  A  preliminary  production  of  ansesthesia  by  nitrous 
oxide  enables  the  open  method  of  ether  administration 
to  be  employed  in  maintaining  anaesthesia.  Hypnotic 
drug  injections  (atropine,  or  nyoscine  and  i  morphine) 
also  permit  "  open  "  ether  anaesthesia.  The  cold  pro- 
duced by  evaporation  of  ether  irritates  mucous  surfaces, 
and  warming  the  ether  and  air  mixture  is  an  advantage. 
Ether-oil  aneesthesia  results  from  colonic  absorption  of 
ether  consequent  upon  introducing  slowly  into  the. 
rectum  a  mixture  of  ether  with  25  to  50  per  cent,  of 
its  volume  of  olive  oil,  the  proportions  depending  upon 
the  age  or  condition  of  the  patient.  Intravenous  ether 
anaesthesia  is  also  practised  with  ether  (5  per  cent.) 
dissolved  in  normal  saline  solution. 

Ether,  Ozonic,  is  a  solution  of  hydrogen  peroxide  (about 
1.2  per  cent.,  equivalent  to  4  to  5  volumes),  iised  chiefly 
in  blood  testing. 

Ethers. — Besides  ordinary  or  sulphuric  ether,  other 
ethers  can  be  obtained  by  the  action  of  various  acids 
on  alcohol,  and  these  may  be  quite  diverse  chemically — 
e.g..  hydrochloric  «ther  (ethyl  chloride),  acetic  aether 
(ethyl  acetate),  and  nitrous  aether  (ethyl  nitrite),  to  which 
must  be  added  ozonic  ether.  It  is  evident  that  con- 
siderable confusion  exists  in  terminology  of  ethers. 
Chemically  the  name  indicates  an  aliphatic  or  aromatic 
oxide  (such  as  methyl  ether  or  methyl  oxide).  In  per- 
fumery and  medicine  the  name  frequently  indicates  an 
ester  or  condensation  product  of  an  alcohol  with,  an 
organic  acid  (such  as  ethyl  acetate  above). 

Ethers,  Dutiable,  are  ethers  or  esters  (-see  above)  pre- 
pared from  alcohol,  and  import  duty  is  charged  'pro 
rata  on  the  amount  of  dutiable  spirit  used  in  their 
manufacture.    The  import  duties  are  as  follows  : —

_  Ethics  in  Pharmacy — The  numerous  existing  defini- 
tions of  "  ethics  "  may,  for  the  purposes  of  this  para- 
-graph,  be  reduced  to  the  following  concise  statement 
taken  from  the  ninth  edition  (1879)  of  the  Encyclopaedia 
Britannica  :  "  Ethics  .  .  .  originally  meant  that  which 
relates  to  rjOo';/ ('  chai'acter  ')  ;  .  .  .  the  antithesis  of 
'  good  '  and  '  bad,'  in  some  form  is  involved  in  all  ethical 
affirmation."  So  far  as  is  known,  the  first  organised 
application  of  an  ethical  standard  to  pharmacy  took  place 
in  1852,  when  the  American  Pharmaceutical  Association 
promulgated  a  "  Code  of  Ethics  for  the  government  of 
their  professional  conduct."  This  code  consisted  of  six 
articles,  the  expressed  purposes  of  which  were,  infrr  alki, 
to  discourage  nostrums,  counter  prescribing,  giving  com- 
mission to  medical  men,  and  "  injurious  and  wicked  com- 
petition," and  to  encourage  friendly  relations  between 
physicians,  apothecaries  and  druggists, and  the  publication 
of  new  facts  of  professional  interest.  The  same  body 
adopted  a  fresh  code  in  1922  (printed  in  the  C.  <£•  D.,  I, 
1923,  p.  49).  Ethics  in  pharmacy  was  the  subject  of  a 
scholarly  paper,  "  Pharmaceutical  Ethics,"  read  by  the 
late  Joseph  Ince  at  the  British  Pharmaceutical  Confer- 
ence of  1856 ;  his  remarks  on  that  occasion  occupied 
nearly  eight  pages  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist,  and 
the  discussion  on  them  wais  the  business  of  the  Conference 


for  the  day  (August  23).  Papers  were  also  contributed 
on  different  aspects  of  the  same  subject  to  the  proceedings 
of  the  Conference  in  1871  and  1877  by  the  late  S.  E. 
Atkins,  and  to  those  in  1920  by  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour.  The 
main  divisions  of  Mr.  Ince's  paper  were  : — (1)  The  ethics 
of  the  shop r  (2)  social  ethics;  (3)  medical  ethics;  (4) 
ethics  of  public  life ;  (5)  personal  ethics ;  (5)  ethics  of 
trade  extension.  In  practice  it  is  not  easy  to  decide 
where  the  ethics  of  pharmacy  end  and  rules  begin,  such 
as  those  incorporated  in  Chamberlaine's  "  Tirocinium 
Medicum  "  (1812),  Parrish's  "  Introduction  to  Practical 
Pharmacy  "  (1859),  or  "  The  Art  of  Dispensing." 

Ethiops  Mineral. — A  mixture  of  mercuric  sulphide  and 
sulphur  formed  by  triturating  the  elements  together  itntil 
the  mercury  globules  are  incorporated.  It  is  sometimes 
called  hydrargyrum  sulphuretum  cum  sulphure.  The 
name  "  ethiops  "  is  most  likely  due  to  the  colour. 

Ethyl  Chloride,  C^HjCI,  is  a  liquid  boiling  at  low  tem- 
perature (12.5°  C),  "Thich  is  used  for  producing  local 
anaesthesia  by  freezing.  It  is  supplied  in  tubes  of  various 
sizes  up  to*  50  c.c.  with  glass  capillarv  nozzle  closed 
with  spring  stopper.  On  pressing  the  latter  open  the 
heat  of  the  hand  maintains  an  easily  directed  fine  jet  of 
liquid.  Chloryl  anaesthetic  and  Kelene  are  proprietary 
makes  of  ethyl  chloride,  while  Anaestile  is  the  trade 
name  for  a.  mixture  of  methyl  and  ethyl  chlorides. 
Somnoform  is  another  proprietary  product  containing 
ethyl  bromide  as  well  as  ethyl  and  methyl  chlorides. 
The  import  duty  into  Great  Britain  is  £1  Is.  lOd. 
per  gallon,  and  the  amount  of  revenue  collected  during 
the  year  ended  March  31,  1925,  was  £5.  The  imports 
into  this  country  from  1920-1923  were  as  follows  :—

Eucalyptus  Gum,  or  Australian  kino,  is  obtained  from 
various  species  of  eucalyptus.  According  to  Mr.  H.  G. 
Smith  ("P.J."  (4),  Vol.  ZXIII,  p.  101),  E.  calophyUa 
yields  the  best  kind  that  can  be  obtained  in  commercial 
quantities,  the  kino  of  E.  ro-ntrata  being  less  astringent 
and  more  readily  gelatinises  in  the  tincture.  The 
eucalvptus  kinos  contain  two  tannins,  one  giving  a  green 
colour  with  ferric  chloride  and  not  gelatinising,  and  the 
other  giving  a  purple  colour  and  gelatinising  when  kept. 
Eucalyptus  ^kino  of  the  B.P.  should  be  soluble  to  the 
extent  of  80  per  cent,  in  cold  water,  and  almost  entirely 
in  90  per  cent,  alcohol.  The  gelatinisation  of  the  tincture 
appears  to  be  due  to  the  presence  of  an  oxidase,  which  is 
destroyed  by  the  heat  of  boiling  water.  Most  of  the 
encaly'ptus  kino  in  commerce  is  more  or  less  insoluble  in 
water,  depending  upon  the  time  it  has  been  ex-posed  to 
the  air.  An  improvement  -vvas  therefore  made  by  col- 
lecting the  juice  from  the  trees  that  yield  it  and  boiling 
it  down  to  an  extract.  This  was  introduced  by  the  late 
John  Bosisto,  and  for  many  years  has  been  the  only 
Australian  kino- that  does  not  gelatinise  in  tincture  form. 
It  is  known  in  commerce  as  red  gum,  and  has  been,  and 
is  still,  largely  used  under  the  form  of  red  -gum  lozenges. 
There  is,  however,  another  form  of  red  gum  lozenge, 
which  has  been  used  for  about  forty  years,  made  with 
rose  paste,  and  was  introduced  by  the  late  Peter  Squire. 

Euchlorine  Gargle. — .Synonym  for  a  gargle  usually  pre- 
pared by  dropping  hydrochloric  acid  on  potassium 
chlorate  "in  a  dry  bottle",  corking  after  the  gas  generated 
has  expelled  most  of  the  air  in  the  bottle,  and  filling 
lo  a  given  measure  with  distilled  water  when  the  reaction 
has  been  completed.

Ailf hough  dropping  into  water  is  ad- 
mittedly not  a  satisfactorv  test  and  a 
standard  test-  is  lacking,  "some  ditsinte- 
grated  in  water  in  n  minute  pr  two  and 
others  remained  unchanged  in  appear- 
ance for  days. 

As  a  general  sfatement  the  tablets 
containing  I'rench  chalk  or  talc  were  the 
slowest  in  disintegration
